CHESS CHALLENGE TO LI HUNG CHANG 


Gen. Lew Wallace Arranges for a Chi- 
nmese-American Game with the 
Viceroy and His Suite. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 27.—[Special.]— 
Gen. Lew Wallace has arranged a unique 
feature to help entertain Earl Li Hung 
Chang during the Viceroy’s stay in the 
United States. This consists ina challenge 
for an American-Chinese chess match be- 
tween Li’s party and a party of Americans 
at Crawfordsville. 

John Russell Young, Gen. Wallace's 
friend in the East, has the forma] challenge 
ready to present to the Chinese Viceroy on 
Saturday, and several of the Eastern chess 
experts are taking curious interest in the 
prospect of a match with the original mas- 
ters in chess. 

Arrangements are made with the Postal 
Telegraph to furnish a wire for the games, 
the American tables to be at Crawfords- 
villé and the Chinese tables at the legation 
building in Washington. The players are to 
use the cable code invented by T. F. Leech 
of Crawfordsville, a Hoosier expert, who de- 
sires to have Li’s private secretary as op- 
ponent in a game. Of course Gen. Wallace 
expects to be matched against the Viceroy. ‘ 

In speaking of the proposed match Gen. 
Wallace said today that it was fitting at this 
time that America recognize China’s claim 
to being the inventor of chess 4,000 years 
ago, and celebrate it with a game. It is cx- 
pected the game will come off next week. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 27.—{Special.J—

enly long enough to exchange official 
courtesies with the distinguished Chinese 
visitor Saturday, returning to Gray Gables 
the same evening. : 

Secretary and Mrs. Carlisle left for New 
York this evening to be present at the re- 
ception of Li Hung Chang in ex-Secretary 
Whitney’s New York residence. Secretary 
and Mrs. Olney and Secretary and Mrs. 
Lamont will also be present on that occa- 
sion, and Attorney-General Harmon may 
find it convenient to visit New York for the 
same purpose. It is not expected that any 
other members of the Cabinet will attend, 
githough nothing is known as to the inten- 
tions of Secretary-elect Francis. Secretary 
Herbert and Postmaster-General Wilson are 
in: Europe and Secretary Mcrton is in Ne- 
brasKa. 

Edward B. Drew, a graduate of Har‘ ard 
University, has been especially designated 
by the Chinese Government to look after 
the welfare of the Viceroy of that empire 
during his sojourn in the United States. 
Though an ardent American, Mr. Drew, un- 
der his present commission, is a Chinese 
officer, being a mandarin of the third rank, 
and has received several imperial decora- 
tions. It is his business to look after all 
the arrangements pertaining to the personal 
comfort of the Viceroy, and everything that 
concerns Chinese etiquette, and to convey 
to the embassy all needed information con- 
cerning American usages and proprieties. 

When the Chinese Government decided 
upon the present arrangement of its custom 
service, by which foreigners of different 
nationalities are employed in managing the 
customs, it requested this government te 
select three graduates of the leading Ameri- 
can universities for posts of honor in its cus- 
toms establishment. Mr. Drew was one of 
the gentlemen selected in this way by Will- 
iam H. Seward, Secretary of State, in 18065, 
and he has been connected with the service 
ever since. 

New York, Aug. 27.—Gén. Ruger, who has 
charge of the arrangements for the reception 
of the Chinese Viceroy, Li “Hung Chang, 
said today that the United States dispatch 
boat Dolphin would take himself and staff, 
the Chinese representatives, and all other 
invited persons down the bay to meet the 
American line steamer St. Louis early to- 
morrow morning. As soon as the custom 
house officers board the incoming steamer 
the Dolphin will steam up alongside and the 
party wilh go aboard and meet Li Hung 
Chang. The honored guest ‘will remain on 
board the St. Louis until the vessel reaches 
the Fulton street dock. The party will 
then enter carriages, and headed by the 
Sixth Cavalry, under command of Col. 
Sumner, and the cavalry band, will proceed 
down West street to Battery Park, thence 
up Broadway to Fourth street to Washing- 
ton square, and after passing under the 
Washington arch, will go up Fifth avenue 
to the Hotel Waldorf. 

Admiral Bunce; who is in command of the 
North Atlantic squadron, had a conference 
with Gen. Ruger this afternoon. The result 
of the conference was not made known, 
other than that a salute would be fired fram 
the squadron, but whether only from the 
flagship New York or from all the vessels 
now in the bay could not be earned. There 
will also be a salute fired from the guns in 
Castle William on Governor’s Island. The 
details as to the trip to West Point and the 
inspection of the Brooklyn bridge gnd the 
East River have not been completed.

This they followed to the end, where their 
progress was stopped by another trap door. 
After fumbling about this for several min- 
utes they found the fastening and threw the 
door open. When they had drawn them- 
selves through they found they were in tne 
alley in the rear of the establishment. It ts 
presumed several of the inmates escaped 
through the tunnel and that the two who 
were captured were not familiar with the 
manner of escape. 

The names of the two women captured in 
the tunnel are Ida Anderson and Sophie 
Jackson. Minnie Logan was afterward 
taken in the alleyway. 

The tunnel is of size ample to permit the 
passage of one person ata time. Its entrance 
was carefully concealed and the exit was 
equally well hidden. The discovery of the 
passage way accounts for the maizner in 
which many of the inmates of the house 
have escaped during the frequent raids.

Two negroes assaulted Harry O’Neal, a 
traveling man, living at No. 1415 Michigan 
avenue, before dark last night, and after 
dragging him into an alley chloroformed 
him and robbed him of jewelry valued at 
$500. 

Mr. O’Neal had been calling on friends in 
the down-town district, and was going home 
to dinner.

While one of the robbers held the victim 
the other made a thorough search of his 
clothing for vamables. His watch, a three- 
stone diamond ring, and his scarfpin were 
taken. The pin was torn from his scarf and 
his fingers were scratched when the ring was 
taken off. The robber who had the valuables 
ran south through the alley, while the other 
remained for a moment to prevent the victim 
from giving any alarm. He then ran out on 
Peck court and turned toward State street.

STRONG DEFENSE OF THE COURTS, 


New York, Aug. 27.—[{Special.}—** But these 
Democrats ought not to expect the Repub- 
lican party will reorganize itself because 
the Democratic party has disorganized it- 
self.’’ 

Ex-President Benjamin Harrison said 
many things in his address at the opening 
of the State Republican campaign in Car- 
negie Hall tonight which delighted the au- 
dience which packed every cerner of the 
building and flowed. out into the _ street, 
where thousands were turned away.

His Telling Points Are Received with 
Much Applause. 


Dr. Depew sat down in a tumult of ap- 
plause as Gen: Harrison stepped to the front. 
He was in evening dress’ in contrast to Dr. 
Depew, who was in a frock coat, and as he 
waited for the enthusiastic cheering to sub- 
side looked in good health. 

Gen. Harrison said: 

“ Ladies and Gentlemen: I am on the Re- 
publican retired list, not by reason of any 
age limit nor by the plea of any convention, 
but that the younger men might have a 
chance and that I might have a rest.

I 
shall speak, my fellow-citizens, as a Re- 
publican [cries of ‘‘ Good!’’], but with perfect 
respect to those who hold differing opinions. 


Good Werds for Good Democrats. 


“ Indeed I have never had so much respect 
for Demorcrats as I have now. [Applause.] 
Or perhaps I should say I never had so much 
respect for so many Democrats as I have 
now. [Applause.]. That party has once 
more exhibited its capacity to be ruptured, 
and a party that cannot be split is a public 
menace. When the leaders of ‘a party as- 
sembled in convention depart from its tra- 
ditional prinicples and advdcate doctrines 
that threaten the integrity of the govern- 
ment, the social order of our communities, 
and the security and soundness of aur 
finance, it ought to split, and it dignifies 
itself when it does split. A bolt from any 
party is now and then a most reassuring 
incident, and was mever more reassuring and 
never had better cause than now. [Ap- 
plause, and cries of ‘‘ Your’re right.’’] But 
these Democratic: friends who are dis- 
posed more or less directly to help the cause 
of sound finance in this campaign ought not 
to expect that the Republican party will 
reorganize itself because the Democratic 
party has disorganized itself. [Laughter 
and applause, and ‘‘ That was:a beaut.’’] 

“The Republican party, the Republican 
voter, if sound money triumphs, as I believe 
it will, must in the nature of the thing con- 
stitute the body of the successful army. 
We ought not therefore to be asked to do 
anything that will affect the solidity, the 
loyalty, the discipline, or the enthusiasm of 
the Republican party. [{Applause, and a 
voice ** Nobody going out.”’ This reference 
to the Bryan meeting in Madison Square 
Garden was greeted with prolonged ap- 
plause and laughter.] 

“The Republican party fronts the 
destructionist and trumpets its defi- 
ance to the enemies of sound money. 
It will fight, however, without cover- 
ing any of the glorious mottoes and 
inscriptions that are upon its banner. 
(Applause.) . 

“When the house is on fire—and many of 
our Democratic friends beiieve that to be 
the present -domestic situation—the tenant 
on the top floor ought not to ask the tenant 
in the basement to bury any of his opinions 
before he joins the fire brigade, and if our 
Democratic friends realize as we realize the 
gravity, the far-reaching consequences of 
this campaign, they ought not to ask 
the Republican party to reorganize itself— 
to put aside any of the great principles that 
it has advocated—in order to win a vote. If 
their opinion is sincerely held, as they in- 
sist, it ought to determine their action for 
themselves without reference to what any- 
body else should do. And I submit to these 
gentlemen, for whose opinions I have the 
highest respect, whether, if it is true, as 
they say, that the suctess of the Chicago 
nominee would plunge this country into com- 
mercial distress and drag the Nation’s honor 
in the dust, there can’ be any question for 
such gentlemen but this: How can we most 
surely defeat the Chicago nominees? {[Ap- 
plause.] 

: Attack on the Courts. 


“ Neither conventions nor committees can 
create issues nor assign them to their places 
as to their importance. That is the leading 
issue of a campaign which most agitates and 

-most interests the people. In my opinion 
there is no issue presented by the Chicago 
convention more important and vital than 
the question they have raised of protecting 
the power and duty of the national ‘courts 
and national executive. 

“The defense of the Constitution 


and of the integrity of the Supreme 
Court of the United States and of the 
President's power and duty to enforce 
all of the laws of the United States, 
without awaiting the call or consent 
of the Governor of any State, is an im- 
portant and living issue in this cam- 


paign. (Applause.) 

“Tariff and coinage wiil be of little 
moment if our constitutional government is 
overthrown. When we havea President who 
believes that it is neither his right nor his 
duty to see that the mail trains are not ob- 
structed and that inter-State commerce has 
its free way irrespective of State lines and 
courts, who fears to use our ancient and 
familiar power to restrain and punish law- 
breakers, free trade and free silver will be 
appropriate accompaniments of such an 
administration and cannot add appreciably 
to the national distress or the national dis- 
honor. lApplause.] 

“There is only one rule by which we can 
live uséfully as a nation or peacefully asa 
citizen. It is the rule of the laws constitu- 
tionally enacted and finally interpreted by 
the judicial tribunal appointed by the Con- 
stitution. When it becomes the rule that 
violence carries’ its end we have an- 
archy—a condition as destructive to honest 
labor and its réwards as death is to the 
tissues of the human body. [Applause.] 

“ The atmosphere of the Chicago conven- 
tion was surcharged with the spirit of revo- 


lution. This platform was carried and its 
nominations made with accompanying inci- 
dents of frenzy that startled the onlookers 
and amazed the country. The courts and the 
President were arraigned for enforcing the 
laws, and government by the mob was given 
preference over government by the law en- 
forced by the court deerees and by executive 
orders. The spirit that exhibited itself in 
this convention was so wild and strangely 
enthused that Mr. Bryan himself likened it 
to the zeal that possessed the Crusaders 
when they responded to the impassioned ap- 
peals of Peter the Hermit to rescue the 
sepulchre of our Lord from the hands of the 
infidels. His historical illustration was more 
potent and more forcible than he knew; for 
the zeal of the Crusaders was a blind and 
ignorant zeal; they sought to rescue the 
transient and ineffectual sepulchre that had 
held the body of the Son of God, while they 
trampled upon the precepts of love and 
mercy which he had left for their guidance 
in life. [Applause.] 


Spirit of Rebellion. 


“He told us that the silver crusade had 
arrayed father against son and brother 
against brother and had severed the ties of 
love. Senator Hill, watching the strange 
proceeding, had to extend that brief political 
code from which he has gained so much re- 
nown. He felt compelled to say: ‘.l am a 
Democrat, but I am not @ revolutionist.’ 
{Applause.] Senator Vest, realizing that 
they were inaugurating a revolution, re- 
minded the convention that revolutions did 
not begin with the rich and prosperous. Mr. 
Tillman felt that the change in the manage- 
ment of public affairs was to be so radical 
that he proposed sulphur fumigation for the 
ship before the new crew took possession of 
it. ({Laughter.] 

‘““ Now, my friends, all these things indi- 
cate the temper in which the platform was 
adopted and the spirit that prompted the 
nominations that were made. There was no 
calm deliberation. There was frenzy. There 
was no thoughtful searching for the man 
who from experience was most able to direct 
public affairs. There was an impulsive re- 
sponse to an impassioned speech that se- 
lected the nominee. Not amid such sur- 
roundings as that, not under such influences 
are those calm, discreet things done that 
will commend themselves to the judgment 
of the American people. [Applause.] 

“They denounce in their platform inter- 
ference by Federal authorities in local affairs 
as a violation of ‘the’ Constitution of the 
United States and a crime against free in- 
stitutions, Mr. Tillman in his speech ap- 
proved this declaration. It was intended to 
be in words a direct condemnation of Mr. 
Cleveland, as President of the United States, 
for using the power of the Executive to 
brush out of the way every obstacle to the 
free passage of the mail trains and inter- 
State commerce. 

“And my friends, whenever our peo- 
ple approve the choice of a President 
who believes he must ask Gov. Altgeld 
or any other Governor of any other 
State permission to enforce the laws 
of the United States we have surren- 
dered the victory the boys won in 1861. 
(Great applause.) 

‘**Once we were told, and a grave question 
was raised, whether the United States could 
pass its troops through Kentucky to meeta 
rebel army in Tennessee. 

‘*My friends, this constitutional question, 
this division between the general and local 
authorities, is a plain and easy one. A dis- 
turbance which is purely local in a State is 
a State affair. The President cannot send 
troops or lend any aid unless the Legislature 
calls upon him for help, or the Governor, if 
the Legislature is not in session. But when 
an law of the United States is invaded and 
broken it is the sworn duty of the President 
to execute it, and this convention arraigns 
the President for doing what his oath com- 
pelled him to dow {Applause.] 

‘* Comrades of the great war for the 
Union, sons of those who went out to 
battle that the flag might not lose its 
luster, will we consent after these 
years (cries of ‘ No,’* No’) that the doc- 
trine that was shot to death in the 
great war shall be revived and made 
victorious in a civil campaign? (Cries 
of ‘ No.*) 

‘‘ But this assault does not endthere. The 
Supreme Court of the United States and the 
Federal lower courts are arraigned  be- 
cause they used the familiar writ of injunc- 
tion to suppress violence to restrain men 
from breaking the law, and that the plat- 
form plainly means. I will show you 
that it was understood in the con- 
vention and in the Committee on 
Resolutions that the Democratic policy was 
that when the Supreme Court, exercising 
its constitutional power and duty, gave an 
interpretation to a law of the United States 
that was not pleasing ‘to Congress they 
would increase the number of Judges and 
pack the court to get a decision to please 
them. [Applause.] . 

‘‘My friends, our fathers Who framed 
this government divided its great powers be- 
tween three great departments—the legisla- 
tive, the executive, and the judicial. They 
sought to make these independent, the one 
of the other, so that neither might over- 
shadow or destroy the other. The Supreme 
Court; the most dignified judicial body in 
the world [applause] was appointed to in- 
terpret the laws and the Constitution, and 
when that court pronounces a decree as to 
the powers of Congress or as to any other 
constitutional question, there is but one 
right method if we disagree, and that is 
the method pointed out by #he Constitution 
to amend it to conform to our views. That 
is the position today. Mr. Hill said in his 
speech on this assault upon the court: ‘ That 
provision, if it means anything, means that 
it is the duty of Congress to reconstruct the 
Supreme Court of the country, It means,’ 
and now note his words, ‘ and it was openly 
avowed that it means the adding of addi- 
tional members to it or the turning out of 
office and reconstructing the whole court; 


I will not follow any such revolutionary step 


as that.’ 
Gravity of the Crisis. 

‘* You are to answer them, my fellow-citi- 
zens, in all the gravity of a_ great crisis, 
whether you will sustain a party that pro- 
poses to destroy the balance which our 
fathers’ instituted in our form of govern- 
ment, and wherever a tumultuous Congress 
disagrees with the Supreme Court and a 
subservient President is in the White House 
that the. judgment of the court shall be re- 
considered and reversed by increasing the 
number of Judges and packing the court 
with men who will decide as Congress wants 
them to. I cannot exaggerate the gravity 
and importance and the danger of this as- 
sault upon our constitutional form of gov- 
ernment. One of the kindest and most dis- 
criminating critics who ever wrote with a 
foreign pen about American affairs, Mr. 
Bryce, in his “American Commonweath ”’ 
pointed out this danger that the Constitu- 
tion did not fix the number of the Supreme 
Court Judges, and it was possible for a 
reckless Congress and a reckless Executive 
to subordinate and practically destroy the 
Supreme Court by the process I have just 
described. And the Englishman, after 
speaking of this, says: ‘What prevents 
such assaults on the fundamental law? 
Nothing but the fear of the people, whose 
broad, good sense and attachment to the 
principles of the Constitution may be gen- 
erally relied on to condemn such a perver- 
sion of its powers.’ [(Applause.] 

“Our English friend did not misjudge,. I 
think, the sound, good sense of the American 
people when an issue like.this is to be pre- 
sented. Whatever the question is, whether 
Mr. Bryan's view of the constitutional ques- 
tion shall prevail or that of the august tri- 
bunal appointed by the Constitution to set- 
tle it, the courts are the defense of the weak, 
The rich‘and powerful have other resources, 
but the poor have not. The high-minded, 
independent judiciary that will hold to the 
dine in questions between wealth and labor, 
between the rich and the poor, is the de- 
fense and security of the defenseless. [Ap- 
plause.] 

Tariff Question. 

“I do not intend to spend any time in the 
discussion of the tariff question. That de- 
bate has been won [applausé]} and need not 
be protracted. It means that: it might run 
on eternally upon theoretical lines. We had 
had some experiences, but they were histor- 
ical, remote, and not very instructive to this 
generation. 

“We needed an experience of our 
own and we have hadit. It has been 
a hard lessen but a very convincing 
ene, and everybody was in the school-~ 
house when it was given. 


“Mr. Depew {applause and laughter],whose 


absolute accuracy and verity when he te!!s. 


a story you can all bear witness to, in telling 
that story of our talk on the White House 
steps, did an unintentional! injury to my 
modesty. [Laughter.}] I did not for a mo- 
ment suppose that any of those influences 
that have elevated American prosperity un- 
til the mark on the stones was higher than 
any other record that had been made was 
at all significant or of consequence. As I 
have more than once said, it was a contrco- 
versy not of men, it was not a question of 
what men controlled the government, it 
was wholly a controversy between Demo- 
cratic followers and Republican followers, 
and in this tariff debate, if it is to oO on, 
we have history so fresh and recent, his- 
tory so.indelibly written on the hearts and 
minds of our people that certain things 
must be admitted, and among those things 
is this historical. fact that in 1892 we had 
the most prosperous times, the most gen- 
eral diffusion of prosperity. the most univer- 


sal participation in prosperity, and the hi 
est mark of prosperity we have ever attained 
as a nation. {|Applause.] Now, what has 
} appened since? 

* Then our business prosperity was 


ike the strong current of the mighty 
xiver; now it is like a fading spring in 
an August drought. 


“A panic in 1808 of most extraordinary 
acter has been succeeded by a gradual! 
a g up, less and less and less, until unl- 
‘ al business distraction and anxiety pre- 
Vails all over our country. 
| “*T do not believe there has ever been a 
time, except perhaps in the very heat of 
some active panic, when universal business 
fear and anxiety and watchfulness, even to 
the point of desperation, has characterized 
this great metropolis as it does today. [Ap- 
plause.] Men have been afraid to go away 
for a vacation. They have felt that they 
must every day in this burning heat come 
into the city and watch their business. That 
is the situation. 
Effect of the Wilson Bill, 

‘What has brought itabout? Gentlemen, 
who is there to defend the Wilson tariff bill? 
Who says it is a good tariff measure? [Ap- 
‘plause and a voice: ‘‘ Nobody.”] I dq not 
believe a Democrat can be found to say 
that it is. Mr. Cleveland repudiated it. It 
Was so bad that he would not attach his 
official signature to it, and it became a law 
without it. He said it was full of incongrul- 
ties and inequalities. And it was a better 
one that he wanted to give us. [Laughter 
and applause.| 

“What has been the result of that meas- 
ure? When a few years ago, during the 
Morton campaign in New York [applause], I 
discussed thE question, I said that the old 
Democratic Jloctrine used to be that the 
burden of ou&f public expense should be laid 
upon importations, that the tariff should pro- 
vide for the cost of running our govern- 
ment, and I pointed out then how our Demo- 
cratic friends had left that platform and 
were now endeavoring to obtain revenue by 
internal taxation rather than to allow the 
support of the Government of the United 
States to be maintained upon the importa- 
tion of foreign goods. What has been. the 
result? One of these experiments in internal 
taxation, the income tax, was held to be un- 
constitutional by the Supreme Court. So 
eager were our Democratic friends to re- 
lieve their embarrassment and to put di- 
rectly upon our people according the En- 
glish system, a tax to support our govern- 
ment, that they passed an unconstitutional 
act in order to levy internal taxes and help 
out a tariff bill which had reduced the duties 
upon importations. Now what has been the 
effect of that? It has failed to produce 
revenues enough, supplemented by our in- 
ternal tax to maintain the government. 

‘There has been an annual deficit ap- 
proaching $50,000,000 every year, and the 
National Treasury has been continually in 
a state of embarrassment. 

* Our manufacturers, left without 
adequate protection, have been suc- 
cessively and gradually closing up 
and putting out their fires. But not 
only has this produced such an effect, but it 
has practically contributed to the financial 
depression that we are in. 

Maintenance of the Reserve. 

“The maintenance of the gold reserve up 
to $100,000,000 by the government for the 
redemption of our notes was essential to 
confidence in the stability of our finances. 
When the government reserve runs down 
people at once begin to say: *‘ We may come 
to the silver basis; gold is going out: the 
reserve is going down,’ and this fear is 
greatly increased. But how can you keep 
a gold reserve of $100,000,000 when you have 
not got $100,000,000 in the Treasury all told? 
How can you maintain this gold reserve for 
the redemption of notes when you have an 
annual and continual deficit in your income 
not equaling your expenses? So that, my 
friends, this tariff bill has not only contrib- 
uted by increasing importation, by taking 
away the needful support for our own man- 
ufactures, but it has contributed in the way 
of increasing the silver scare to bring us into 


which now prevails. |Applause.] 

“The bond sales have been made neces- 
sary by this deficit—because, I think, every 
one will agree that as a financial problem 
it is one thing wnen vou have $300,000,000 
surplus in the Treasury to keep one dollar 
in three in gold and quite another when you 
have only $125,000,000 in the Treasury all 
told. [{Applause.] 

‘But 1 did not intend to follow this ques- 
tion further. 1 am quite as much, however 
opposed to cheapening the American work- 
ingmen and workingwomen as 1 am to 
cheapening our dollars. [{Applause.] I am 
quite as strongly in fayor of keeping the 
day’s work at home as I am gold dollars. 
|Applause.] If it could be known tonight 
that the gailant soldier, that typical young 
American, that distinguished and useful 
statesman, William McKinley of Ohio [ap- 
plause and cheers], would certainly be elect- 
ed President, how the bears would take to 
cover on the Stock Exchange tomorrow. 

‘‘ My friends, as a Republican l am proud 
of many things, but I can sum up as the high- 
est satisfaction I have had in the party and 
its career that the prospect of Republic- 
an success never did disturb business. 

What Bryan Would Do. 

‘“In connection with this financial matter 
do we all realize how important the choice of 
a President is? Do you know that as the 
law is now, without the passage of any free 
coinage of silver law at all, it is in the 
power of the President of the United 
States to bring the business of this 
country toa silver basis? All he has to 
do is to let the gold reserve go, pay out silver 
when men ask for gold, and we are there 
already. It is only because the Presidents 
of the United States we have had, and the 
one we have now, have regarded it under 
the law as their public duty to maintain the 
gold basis, maintaining that parity between 
our silver and gold coins which the law de- 
clares is the policy of the government, and 
because they have had the courage to execute 
the powers given to th m by the resumption 
act to carry out that declaration of public 
law. I undertake, therefore, to say 
that if Mr. Bryan, or a man holding 
his views, were in the Presidential 
chair, without any legislation by Con- 
gress, we should be on a silver basis 
in a week's time. 

‘‘ Three or four years ago, when I was in 
New York, some one of these reporters who 
sometimes hear things that are not intended 
for them, got hold of a remark of mine about 
the wild horses that Mr. Cleveland had to 
handle, and I simply meant by that what 
nas since been demonstrated, that he did not 
have a compact or solidified party behind 
him, that the Democratic party in Con- 
gress represented every shade of every ism 
that had ever been propounded in the coun- 
try, and that he could not manage it. My 
prophesy has become a Verity. They have 
left him. They have abandoned him, and 
now as that caution was meant to indicate 
that we needed to look out after our Con- 
gress as well as our President, this caution 
is intended to show you at this time that we 
need to look after our President if we would 
avoid the calamity of having this country 
put upon the Mexican basis of money. 

Not More but Cheaper Money. 

“The silver question. What is it? Do we 
want silver because we want more money, a 
larger circulation? I have not heard any- 
body say so. Mr. Bryan is not urging it on 
that basis. If any one were to seek to give 
that as a reason for wanting free silver he 
would be very soon confounded by the state- 
ment that free silver would put more gold out 
of circulation than the mints of the United 
States could possibly put inin years of silver, 
and that instead of having more money we 
would have less. [Applause.}] With our six 
hundred and odd millions of gold driven out 
of circulation we will reduce the per capita 
money of this country between $8 and #$). 
So it is not for more money. We have 
an abundant supply of circulating me- 
dium—gold,_  siiver, national bank pa- 
per, greenbacks, Treasury notes, frac- 
tional silver. We have something like $23 
per capita of our population. What is 
it then that creates this demand for silver? 
It is openly avowed it is not more dollars 
but cheaper dollars that are wanted. It is 
a lower standard of value that they are de- 
manding. They say gold has gone up until 
it has ceased to be a proper standard of 
value, and they want silver. 

** But how do they want it? Now. friends, 
there is a great deal of talk of bimetallism, 
of the double standard, and a great deal of 
confusion in use of those terms. Bimetal- 
lism is the use of the.two metals as money 
where they are both used. By a double 
standard they mean that we have a gold 
dollar and a silver dollar which shall be 
units of value by which all property and all 
wages and everything is to be measured. 
Our fathers thought that when they used 
these two metals in coinage they must de- 
termine the intrinsic relative value of the 
two so that a comparison of the markets of 
the world would show just what relation 
one ounce of silver bore to one ounce of gold, 
how many ounces of silver it took to be equal 
to one ounce of gold in the markets of the 
world where gold and silver were used, and 
they carefully went about ascertaining that. 

How 16 to 1 Came Aboat. 

*‘ Jefferson and Alexander Hamilton gave 
their great powers to the determination of 
that question and they collected the market 
reports and they studied with all their 
-power that question and when they had 
found what appeared to be the general and 
average relative value of these two 
metals they fixed upon a ratio between them. 
What was the object of all that? Why did 


they lump all? Because they fully under- 


the present condition of distrust and dismay | 


; w 
gh- stood unless these dollars were of the same 


inherent, intrinsic value, that both of them 
could not be standards of value, and both 
could not circulate. Why, everybody knows 
that it is essential that the length of his 
stilts below the tread shall be the same, 
{Laughter.] 

‘“* What is the law that governs here? Itis 
just this simple law of human selfishness 
and self-protection that if you have two 
things, either one of which will pay a debt 
and one is not as valuable as the other, you 
are sure to give the least valuable one, 
[Laughter.] 

“It is just upon the principle thata 


man who can pay a debt with one dol- 
lar won't give two—precisely that. 


‘So that unless these two things maintain 

approximately the relative value that six- 
teen ounces of silver is worth one ounce of 
gcld you cannot make such dollars circulate 
together. The one that is more valuable the 
man will keep in his pocket or he will sell it 
to a bullion broker, and everybody will use 
the other. 
‘‘It is an old law, proclaimed years ago in 
England by Gresham, that the cheaper dollar 
drives the better one out. [Applause.] It 
has been illustrated in our history repeat- 
edly. lt has been illustrated in the history of 
every commercial nation in the world, and 
nuybody of half sense could see why it is so. 
{Laughter.} You might just as well say that 
if we had two kinds of bushels, if the law 
should declare that sixty pounds of wheat 
was a bushel and thirty pounds of wheat was 
a bushel—well. what farmer would deliver 
wheat by the sixty-pound measure if he had 
sold it by the bushel? [Applause.] 

“ Now. so nice were our people about this 
in trying to adjust this that they went into 
decimal fractions, We say 16tol. In fact, 
thatis not the ratio. Itis 15.988 plus. Now, 
that is the actual ratio. It is so near 16 that 
we call it 16, but the men who made our sil- 
yer dollar and our gold dollar were so nice 
in their calculations that they went into 
decimal fractions, into thousandths, to ad- 
just it accurately. 

Bryan's Amusing Declaration. 

“ What do these people propose to do? To 
take any account of thousandths? No, When 
the markets of the world fix the relative 
value of silver or. gold at thirty-one ounces 
of silver to one ounce of gold they propose 
to say sixteen. [Laughter.] Well, my 
triends, there has been nothing more amus- 
ing, and yet I fear that with the thoughtless 
it may have been in some measure mislead- 
ing, than the repeated declaration of Mr. 
Bryan that everybody admitted that bi- 
metallism was a good thing—there is no de- 
bate on that subject and that the debate of 
the campaign has come down to this fine 
point—the Republicans say that we cannot 
have this good thing without the consent 
of England, and we say we can have it our- 
selves. And he has endeavored to pivot this 
great campaign with its tremendous issues 
upon that pinhole. -[Applause.] 

“We hear a egreat deal 
great resources and wealth and power 
of this country, and I do not 
allow anybody to go beyond my apprecia- 
tion of them; but what is the use of talking 
about all that when you do not propose to 
put this wealth and power and influence be- 
hind the silver dollar at all. |Applause.| 
As things are now the silver dollars thet 
ws have are supported by the government 
and the government that supports this silver 
bullion has issued these dollars on its own 
account—not for the mine owner—and. it 
has pledged its sacred honor it would make 
every one of these silver dollars as good 
as a gold dollar. [Great applause.] And 
that is a powerful support. Without it dis- 
parity between these metals would at once 
show itself in the markets and there would 
be some sense in the talk which our Popu- 
listic friends indulge in when they speak 
of the power of this government if they 
propose to put this power behind their free 
coinage. But they do not. .They propose 
that the men who dig silver out of the 
mines may bring it to the mint and have it 
stamped.and handed back to him asa dol- 
lar, the government having no responsibility 
about it. These men would reject with con- 
tempt the proposition that free coinage was 
to come with a pledge on behalf of the 
government to maintain the parity of the 
two dollars. |Applause.] 

| American Bumptiousness., 

* But this feeling is well adapted to touch 
the prevailing American bumptiousness and 
well adapted to touch that prejudice against 
England which we people have. But can we 
do this thing ourselves? Is it a question 
whether we will do it or ask somebody's con- 
sent whether we may or ask the coépe‘a- 
tion of nebody? Not at all. 

* FI will tell you what this govern- 
ment can do alone. It can fix its money 
unit. Itecean declare by law what shall 
be the relattive value of an ounce of 
gzold and an ounce of silver, but it can- 
not make that last declaration good. 

“It is unquestionably within the power of 
this government to bring this country toa 
sffver basis by coining silver dollars and- 
making them legal tender. They can do 
that. This government says you shall take 
one of those dollars in discharge of any 
debt owing to you for a dollar, notwith- 
standing you may have loaned gold dollars, 
but it cannot say, and enforce its decree, if 
you should call out the regular army and 
navy and muster all our great modern 
ships and add the _ militia and put 
William J. Bryan in command of them— 
it cannot enforce the decree that one 
ounce of gold is the equivalent of six- 
teen ounces ofsilver. (Great applause 
and cheers.) Not only that, not France 
and England and Germany can do that 
unless the markets respond. 


*“ Why? You make me take a 
dollar for a debt; but if [ have 
bought my goods at gold prices 
you cannot make me give as many 
yards of cloth for a silver dollaf as I 
have been in the habit of giving fora 
gold one. (Applause and cheers.) 


“If Il have a geld dollar in this hand and 
a silver dollar in that and you declare they 
are equal and I can také the gold dollar toa 
bullion broker and get two dollars for it ] 
know itisalie. [Great applause and cheers. } 
If | have nothing but a gold dollar and sugar 
is twenty pounds for $1 I will not give that 
gold dollar for twenty pounds of sugar. |] 
will take it around toa broker and get two 
silver dollars for it and get the twenty pounds 
of sugar and have one silver dollar left. 
{Laughter.}]. So it is, my friends. 

* We can of ourselves, of our own wisdom, 
declare the unitofvalue. Wecan coin silver 
freely, but we cannot make sixteen ounces 
of silver equal to one ounce of gold unless it 
is. [Applause.}) And it is not, unless the 
merchants, take it at that rate. That is 
where all this thing comes in. It is trade; 
it is the merchant; it is the man who ex- 
changes and deals in these things that fixes 
their relative value, and if you do not take 
the value he fixes the gold dollar will go back 
to the gold vault and the gold will go out 
of circulation. 

How Values Are Fixed. 
‘*What is another consequence? In this 
connection these gentlemen say, ‘ Why, did | 
not we win the battle at Bunker Hill?’ 
[Laughter.| ‘ Did not we whip the British 
at Yorktown, gand do you mean to say we 
can’t do it again*’’ The logic of these gen- 
tlemen—if I may use such a term ‘in con- 
nection with such balderdash—is that a 
nation that can do these great things and 
establish its political independence can also 

be financially and commercially free. 

“It cannot be free of the laws of 
trade. They can sny that ten muskrat 
skins are equal to one beaver skin, 
but that don’t make it so; the fur trad- 
er fixes that question. 

‘What is the next suggestion? It is, my 
friends, in the case of free silver, what is the 
financial and moral equivalent of a declara- 
tion that 50-cent pleces are dollars? 
They might just as well pass a law 
that 50 cents is adollar. That would 
not make it se, would it? It would be 
alegalidollar. But it would not buy a 
dollar’s worth of anything. 

“What Is the effect of that? The mer- 
chant would take care of himself. A man 
keeps a store down here on Broadway and 
the law is going into operation tonight. He 
summons all his clerks and buys 25 cents 
worth “of pencils, and before he opens his 
store in the morning he has marked up his 
goods to a new scale. 

Where the Shoe Will Pinch. 

“He can do all -that, but there are 
great numbérs of people, numberless 
people who enlist our interests, and 
some of whom enkindle our sym- 
pathies, who cannot use the pencil. 
Take the workingman. He cannot go 
to the pay-roll with a pencil and 
mark it up. He has got to consult 
somebody. He has to enter into an argu- 
ment. He has got to get some other man’s 
consent before he can mark up his wages. 

“Then there is the pensioner, those that 
are receiving persions from this government 
for gallant deeds done in the war, and 
others for the loss of beloved ones. He can- 
not take his pension eertificate and when it 
reads $8 make it read $16. He must wait for 
an appeal to Congress, and a Congress that 
is Populistic In character would be unsym- 
pathetic. [Applause.} He must make an 
appeal to Congress to have his pension raised 
to twice what it was before he is made equal. 

“ What can the depositors in our savings 
banks, this great company of widows and 
orphans, the peente of small means, who are 
putting by a few pennies against a hard time 

life—what can they do when this change 


about the 


silver 


comes? Can they take their bank pass- 
books, and where it says $10 write $20? Not 
at all. 

‘Take the men who have life insurance. 
A man has providently taken out a policy 
that his widow and children might not come 
to want when the breadwinning hand was 
stricken in death. Can they where 
the policy reads $5,000 make it #10,- 
OOO? Can the managers of these _ in- 
stitutions make it right with them? No. 
This policy coerces integrity. [Applause.] 
However honest a President of a savings 
bank may be, however full of sympathy the 
President of a life association may be, he is 
compelled to say: ‘All of the loans of this 
company are scaled down to %-cent dollars. 
We loaned dollars that were worth 100 cents, 
we are now being paid in the reduced dollar. 
Although our integrity revolts against it, 
our honesty is coerced and we must, pay the 
widow half.’”’ [Applause.] 

As to the Laboring Man. 

** My friends, these men surely do not con- 
template the irretrievable and extensive 
character of the disaster and disturbance 
and disruption which they are proposing for 
all of us in our business affairs, great and 
simple. Take the laboring man: how full 
of sympathy they are for him! My friends, 
I never spoke a false word to the laboring 
man in my life. [Great applause.] lL have 
never sought to reach his vote or influence 
by appeals to that part of his nature that 
will poilute the intellect and the conscience. 
I have believed, and I believe today, that 
any system that maintains the prices of 
labor in this country, that brings hope into 
the Hfe of the laboring man, that’enables 
him .to put by, that gives him a stake in 
good order in the property of the country, is 
the policy that should be the American pol- 
icy. j|Applause. | | have resisted in 
many campaigns ‘the idea that a de- 
based currency could help the workingman. 
The first dirty errand that a dirty dol- 
jar does is to cheat the workingman, 

‘*My friends, a cold statistical inquiry, 
non-partisan in its character, was made by 
a committee of the Senate in 1800 and some 
following years. The committee was com- 
posed of Democrats and Republicans, and 
they set out to study as statisticians the 
relative prices of commodities and wages 
at different periods in the history of our 
country. This investigation covered the 
years of the war. It showed how prices of 
goods went up and in what proportion labor 
advanced. Goods went up rapidly because 
the pencil process is a quick process; wages 
went up haltingly and slowly because the 
employer has to be persuaded and the pencil 
won't serve. 

‘* Now, I have here somewhere memoran- 
dum of some of those facts resulting from 
that investigation. Labor in one period ad- 
vanced 3 per cent. Goods, the things the 


,~ men had to buy out of their wages for their 


families and living, advanced 16 per cent. 
Through another period the laborers’ wages 
advanced 10%, per cent and the price of goods 
advanced 49 per cent. In another period the 
wages of the laborer went up 25 peF cent 
and the prices of merchandise advanced 
per cent. In another period the laborers’ 
wages went up 4% per cent and.the prices of 
goods 117 per cent. 

‘*Now, these. statistics are the result of 
cold scientific inquiry, made by men of both 
parties to determine what the truth was, 
and the truth they found—that the enormous 
disparity between the advance of the cost 
of living and the advance of wages falls in 
exactly with what we would conclude in 
advance. 

What He May Expect. 

‘The laborers, men who work, whether 
with head or hand in salaried positions, 
wou!d do well to take these facts to heart 
and settle the question after that broad, 
deep inquiry to which Mr. Bryan invites you 
as to whether you want to enter into another 
experience such as it had during the war, 
when wages advanced so slowly and tedious- 
ly, and the cost of your living moved on so 
swiitly. 

(Mr. Harrison looked at his watch; cries 
of ‘*‘ Go on, we areall here ’’} 

‘* All of my strength and my voice are not 
here. I have sketched very hastily some cf 
the evils that will result from this change 
to a debased dollar, a contraction of our cur- 
rency by the exporting of our gold and a re- 
adiustment of everyihing. 

‘*T read the other day in a paper a most 
amusing c«ser'ption of the troubles of the 
ticket agent ut Laredo, a station on the Mex- 
ican railway, who had to sell tickets to peo- 
ple wo camg i-om the United States with 
I'nited States money going into Mexico, and 
then to people who came out of Mexico and 
who gave him Mexican money. He had a 
large book bound up with yellow paper aad 
he had to cover one whole sheet in his calcu- 
lation usually when he sold a ticket. |Laugh- 
ter.| That is what would happen every- 
where. Everything would have to be re- 
adjusted, the prices of everything, the whole 
intricate business adjustments of the coun- 
try would have to be readjusted, and whilv 
that process is going on, uncertainty would 
‘tharacterize business, resuiling in panic and 
disaster, 

‘Now, who will get any benefit? Well, 
the man who cwes a debt that he contracted 
upon a ecld basis and is able to pay tt witha 
M-cent dollar. He and the mine-owner, who 
gets an exaggerated price for the products 
of his mine, are the only two people cer 
classes of people that 1 can see that woull 
have any benefit out of it.. My friends, the 
people who advocate this class legislation, 
this legislation favorable to the mine-own- 
ers, to duuble the price of the products of 
théir mines and ofter this temptation of re- 
pudiation to the better class, is the party 
that have for twenty years been proclaiming 
against class legislation. [Applause.] 

Free Silver and the Farmer. 

‘They make a strong appeal to the farmer. 
They say it will put up prices. Well, ina 
sense, yes. Nominally, yes; really, no. If 
wheat goes from 50 cents to $1.20 the price 
has been’ increased, you will say; but if the 
price of everything else has gone up in the 
same proportion a bushel of wheat won't 
buy for the farmer any more sugar or coffee 
or farming implements or anything elsethat 
he has to purchase. If that dolla ron’t 
buy for the farmer any more or be a better 
dollar than the one we have now, where is 
the good to anybody of introducing these 
fictitious prices that are now real? They 
would work very well for the farmer if the 
prices of wheat, hay, oats, and rye wouid 
double and nothing else would double, but 
if everything doubles who is the richer, who 
is richer than he was before? Only the man 
who bought when we had an honest dollar 
and paid in a debased one; only the mine- 
owner who yses this government to add 50 
cents to the value of every dollar’s worth of 
metal that he produces from his mine. [Ap- 
plause. 

‘“ That is not even a Democratic doctrine. 
It involves the idea that this government of 
ours shall pay not only its debt of honor, but 
that they pay the interest on its bonds and 
the circulating notes in a debased currency. 


Then and Now. 


‘** My countrymen, this country of ours dur- 
ing the troublous times of the war may 
have had severe trials, but these financial 
questions are scarcely less troublous than 
those. During those troublous times we had 
accumulated a debt so large that many of 
our pessimistic Democratic friends told us 
we could never pay it. We had had a cur- 
rency which we were compelled to make a 
legal tender and use that the Constitution 
might live; but no sooner had the war ended 
than the great conscience of this people de- 
clared the Nation that has crushed this great 
rebellion, that. has lifted itself in its pride 
and its constitutional glory to a fearless po- 
sition among the nations of the earth, should 
not continue to have a depreciated and de- 
based currency, and we walked up to re- 
sumption and we made the greenback dollar 
a par dollar in gold. 

“Shall we now in these times, when all 
the ills we suffer are curable if we only pass 
a revenue bill that will generally replenish 
the Treasury of the United States, that will 
generously protect American labor against 
injurious competition, and.bring back again 
full prosperity to all our.people—shall we 
now contemplate for a moment, or allow to 
have any power Over our hearts and minds 
this temptation to debase our currency and 
put it in its financial position alongside of 
the Asiatic countries of our weak and atrug- 
gling sister Republic of Mexico? Does 
not every instinct of pride, does not 
every instinct of self-interest, does 
not every thoughtful, affectionate in- 
terest in others, does not our sense of 
justice and honor rise up to rebuke the 
infamous proposition that this gOvV- 
ernment and its people shall become 
a nation and a people of repudiation? 
(Cheers. ]

CARLISLE REPLIES TO MR. SIMMONS. 


But the Cleveland Man Thinks His 
Question Is Avoided. 


tary Carlisle answered the letter of A. M. 
Simmons, manager of the Cleveland Car 
Service Association, today. The Secretary's 
attention had been called to alleged mis- 
takes’ which Simmons said appeared in the 
circular of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
No. 123, issued on July 1, 1896. 

The point raised by Mr. Simmons was that 
no law of the United States took cognizance 
of the gold dollar until the act of March 3, 
1849, while the act of April 2, 1793, says gold 
and silver shall be coined, the gold in the 
denominations set forth by the Secretary, 
but no reference is made to a gold dollar. 
The act states that gold eagles shall be of 
the value of $10, the dollar to be of the value 
of a Spanish milled dollar. To this Secre- 
tary Carlisle replied: 

“The act of April 2, 1793, established the 
first monetary system of the United States. 
The basis of the system was the gold dollar 
or unit, containing 24.75 grains of pure gold 
and stamped in pieces of $10, $5, and $2.50, 
the silver dollar, or unit, containing 371.25 
grains of pure silver. The standard was 
double. 

‘*T am unable to discover an error in the 

statement. If 247.50 grains of pure gold con- 
stitutes $10, or units, it is evident that 24.75 
grains of pure gold must comstitute one unit. 
The 24.75 grains of pure gold constitute a 
gold unit and the 371.25 grains of pure silver 
constitute a silver unit, and the dollar was 
the unit, whether composed of gold or silver. 
“The words ‘unit of value’ were never 
used in any coinage of the United States un- 
til Feb. 12, 1873, and then they were applied 
to the gold dollar containing 23.22 grains of 
pure geld, or 25.8 grains of standard gold. 
When men tontract for payment in dollars 
they mean dollars equal in value to 25.8 
grains of standard gold. 
‘As long as 371.25 grains of pure silver 
were actually equal in value to 24.7) grains 
of pure gold there was in fact but one stand- 
ard, although represented by two metals; 
but when these quantities of gold and silver 
ceased to be equal to each other valuein one 
cr the other necessarily disappeared as a 
standard.”’

Believes in Educatien, 

So it will be seen that the gold Democrats 
carried the war into the enemy’s country by 
putting Sprague at the head of the ticket. 
The candidate for Governor is one of the 
business-men in politics who believe in tell- 
ing the truth. He said to THE TRIBUNE 
representative: 

‘‘The sentiment for silver is strong in my 
section of the State. Judging by what I 
saw there I was inclined to think that Bryan 
would surely carry the State. Since coming 
down this way I find a decidedly different 
tone, and better news comes from Grand 
Rapids, Jackson, Detroit, Ann A'tbor, and 
elsewhere than anything I could gather at 
home. Still it must not be denied that silver 
has a strong hold on the people of Michigan, 
andin some sections it amounts to a great 
wave, which seems to be carrying every- 
thing before it.

In reviewing the situation In the central 
southern part of the State, Judge Pringle 
said: 
‘‘In Jackson, where I come from, alf the 
best Democratic lawyers are opposed to 
Bryan and free silver. The men who do 50 
per cent Of the business at the bar will 
repudiate the platform and the ticket with- 
out hesitation. Of the railroad men in Jack- 
son, 700 out of 1,200 are Democrats. Most 
of these men are against silver strongly. 
Look Out for Wages. 
‘‘They know pretty well what would hap- 
pen to their wages if the free coinage plan 
should be adopted. The Republicans in our 
section, however, are in a bad way and [ 
fear they will have difficulty in holding 
their men together. In the City of Jackson 
proper at the present time the gold Demo- 
crats would probably more than offset the 
silve® Republicans, but in the county the 
contrary is true. 
‘The only way to fight the silver craze 
is to make a straight issue and stick to it. 
My impression is that most of the trouble 
will. be found to exist in the country. The 
farmers are filled with'the silver sentiment. 
At the sametimeitis truethat most ofthe 
people are for silver because they have not 
given much thought to it. They are still 
subject to argument, but if ever a cam- 
paign of education were needed it is in the 
State of Michigan.” 
Prof. Myren H. Thompson of the State 
University at Ann Arbor aroused the en- 
thusiasm of the convention yesterday by a 
clear cut speech, in which he riddled the 
arguments of the silver men and added a 
new word to party politics in Michigan by 
dubbing the three-headed conglomeration 
at Bay City the sausage trust and suggest- 
ing for their emblem three links of bologna 
sausage with the motto, “‘ Don’t whistle.” 
The Bay City candidates will never hear th 
last ef the ‘“‘ sausage ticket.’’ 


Bryan Loses Their Votes. 


“]T thought I was out of politics when I 
went into the State University,’ said Prof. 
Thompson, ‘‘ but the imminent danger re- 
sulting from the Chicago convention has 
forced me back again.

WANT TO NOTIFY BRYAN. 


POPULISTS ARE ANXIOUS TO TELL 
HIM ABOUT IT. : 


J. M. Bowler, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee Chosen at St. Louis to Inform 
the Candidate That He Had Been 
Nominated, Says He Will Persist in 
His Efforts to Fulfill the Mission— 
And the Silver Party Has a Similar 
Duty to Perform. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Aug. 27.—[Special.]— 
Maj. J. M. Bowler of Renville County, yes- 
terday nominated by the Populists of Min- 
nesota as their candidate for Lieutenant- 
Governor, today discussed the matter of the 
notification of W. J. Bryan that he had been 
nominated for the office of President by the 
Populists at their national convention in St. 
Louis. 

It has been understood that Senator Allen 
of Nebraska was Chairman of the Notifica- 
tion committee, and that as such he and 
some of his friends had put a quietus to any 
proposition to tell Mr. Bryan what had 
been done. 

Their point was understood to be this! 
Not being officially notified, Mr. Bryan would 
not have to respond verbally to the notifica- 
tion, and therefore would be relieved from 
the embarrassment of any official utterance 
concerning the Populist platform. 

On this point Maj. Bowler said: “ So far 
as I know I am the Chairman of that com- 
mittee, and in my capacity as such I have 
written to L. 8S. Bateman of Maine, Tem- 
porary Secretary of the committee, to ad- 
dress the different members of the com- 
mittee throughout the country and discover 
their sentiment. I have also asked him to 
inquire whether I have ever been super- 
seded as Chairman. The committee met but 
once, and then L was the temporary officer 
chosen. A few days later the National com- 
mittee held a session, and it may in some |: 
way have taken action, but unless it did [ 
am still the executive officer. 

“IT expect an answer to my inquiries in 
this matter very shortly, and if I find that I 
am still at the head of the committee, and the 
proposition which we have addressed to the 
members meets with the approval of a ma- 
jority of them, Bryan certainly will be noti- 
fied of his nomination. If some one else is 
Chairman of the Committee I then will be 
no better than any one of the members, and 
the initiative, if it is taken, will have to rest 
with some one else.”’ 

Mr. Bryan may be unwilling to accept the 
Populist platform, and the absence of any, 
notification from the committee has given 
him a gréat chance to dodge the issue. The 
intention of the committee to get a square 
answer from him may result in a political 
sensation, and perhaps injury to the fusion 
vote, but the committee will persist, just the 
same. 

Cleveland, O., Aug. 27.—The fact that

Audience of 4,000 People Packs the 
Hall and Listens to the Regulation 
Speech—The “ Cleveland Democ- 
racy,” the City's Oldest Party Or- 
ganization, and Ward Clubs Bear- 
ing Torches Lead the Line of 
“March. - 


- Buffalo, N.- Y., Aug. 27.—-Apparently the 
entire population of Buffalo, the home of 
Grover Cleveland, turned its footsteps to- 
‘night toward Music Hall, where Candidate 
Bryan addressed 4,000 people, as many as 
could be packed within the four walls, while 
unnumbered thousands filled the neighbor- 
ing streets. The day in Buffalo had been 
filled with more enthusiasm than Mr. Bryan 
has received in “ the enémy’s country,” and 
the night meeting which ended it attracted 
aimost if net. quite as many would-be 
auditors as the notification in Madison 
Square Garden. 

Upon their arrival in the city from Erie at 
8:30 o'clock Mr. and Mrs. Bryan were es- 
corted to the Genesee Hotel. There they 
were quartered in apartments which had 
‘been occupied by Mr. and Mrs,. Cleveland 
‘dust before the election of ‘the President to 
his office and upon the walls of which hung 
portraits of the President and his wife. 

A reception was: held for two hours in the 
hotel parlors in the afternoon, when Mr. 
and Mrs. Bryan shook hands with a con- 
stant line of callers, which still stretched a 
- a long half biock outside of the building 
when the doors were closed upon the last 
comers. . 


Escorted by Cleveland Democracy. 


Mr. Bryan was escorted to the hall by the 
*.(leveland Democracy,” the city’s oldest 
party organization, and by ward clubs bear- 
ing torches, The line of march was along 
half a mile of Main ‘street, crowded almost 
ms thickly as the hall, and red fire and can- 
yon announced the candidate’s coming. In 
the hall the crowd had.amused itself listen- 
ing to an eccentric gentleman in the gallery, 
who loudly read an original poem having the 
refrain, ‘* Bill Bryan, dear Bryan, stand first 
in the fight.”’ 

' When the candidate appeared upon the 
stage, escorted by State Committeeman John 
«“’. Cuneen, the police were powerless to con- 
‘trol the audience, and, swarming down to 
the front, several hundred men took posses- 
sion of the seats reserved for the clubs 
which escorted Mr.Bryan. Charies F. Tabor 
was chosen President of the meeting, and 
when the list of Vice-Presidents was read 
the name of Norman B. Mack, editor of the 
only free silver paper in uffalo, was 
cheered almost as enthusiastically as Mr.

“Tf some man living in a foreign land 
should ask his nation to surrender power 
and the right of self-government and invest 
legislative power in the United States, what 
would we think of that man’s patriotism? 


If we would despise the foreigner who would 
| attempt or desire to let the United States 


control his nation, what contempt must for- 
eigners feel for those Americans who are 
willing to surrender the right to govern

Comment on Carlisle's Statement. 

“That is what Mr. Carlisle said—that if I 
should organize a conspiracy to destroy one- 
half of all the houses in the*world, and sink 
one-half of all the ships upon the sea, and 
destroy one-half of all the railroads and 
means of communication it would not pro- 
duce anything like the results upon society 
that would be produced by the permanent 


annihilation of one-half of the world’s sup- 


ply of metallic money. And yet, my friends, 
the Republican party has pledged itself to 
join in a conspiracy to destroy this money 
unless other nations come and help us to 
save our people. [Great applause.] Whoare 
the Anarchists? Are they the ones who 
want to restore the gold and silver coinage

We believe that the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver at 16 
to 1 will maintain the parity between gold 
and silver. And right here let me call at- 
tention to something which I have learned 
since I came into your city. 

Refers’to Mexican Dollar Illustration. 

**T am"told that some of your merchants 
in order to give an object lesson to the peo- 
ple have been offering to furnish Mexican 
dollars for’S0 cents as part of change when 
you buy goods. My friends, let me give you 
an opportunity to test the sincerity of these 
people. Let me give youa suggestion. They 
tell you thatif we had the free coinage of sil- 
ver that the American dollar would be worth 
as little as the Mexican dollar is now. They 
tell you that if we have the free coinage of 
Silver, silver will not rise in value. Let me 
give you a suggestion by which you can test 
them. Whenever a man offered you a Mex- 
ican dollar for 50 cents you take it, and 
then take it to your savings bank or to any 
other bank and ask them if they will take 
that on deposit now for 5v cents and give you 
a written agreement to give you a Mexican 
dollar the next day after the inauguration of 
the next President. [Great applause and 
cheers. ] 

“They say that silver will not rise. If 
not, then they can furnish you these silver 
dollars for 50 cents in American money. We 
tell you that we believe that the free coin- 
age of silver will create a demand for silver 
which will make that Mexican dollar worth 
more than 100 cents at the mints of the Unit- 
ed States and throughout the world. You 
ask how it can be done? It can be done by 
applying to silver the same law that you 
apply to wheat and corn and oats. If any 
person in your community would stand ready 
to take all the wheat brought to his office at 
a dollar a bushel nobody in this community 
would sell his wheat for less than a dollar 2 
bushel. . 

Law of Supply and Demand, 

“Our opponents say that if we maintain 
the parity and by free and unlimited coinage 
make a silver dollar worth as much asa gold 
dollar, that then it will be as hard to get a 
silver dollar as it is now to get a gold dollar. 
My friends, again they ignore the law of 
supply and demand, If we restore silver to 
its place by the side of gold, so that any per- 
son who needs money with which to pay 
taxes or to pay a debt, or buy anything that 
he likes, can use silver instead of gold, we 
take the strain off of gold and the gold 
holders who today, because of the demand 
created for gold by legislation, can charge 
more for it than they could if silver were a 
competitor in the market. 

‘It is not strange that a person who ig- 
nores the law of supply and demand is not 
able to understand the details of the money 
question. A man who would watch a boy 
throw a stone into the air and wonder why 
that stone falls to the ground is ignorant of 
the law of gravitation, and you could hardly 
réspect the intelligence of the man who did 
not understand the law of gravitation. But, 
my friends, what shall you think of the 
financiers who do not seem to understand— 
at least they will not admit to the public 
that they understand that the increase in 
the volume of the world's metallic money 
will affect the purchasing power of each dol- 
lar of that money. We complain of the gold 


standard because an increased demand for | 


gold has raised the price of gold and lowered 
the price of all those things which exchange 
for money, and if that be trué, then a resto- 
ration of silver to its place by the side of gold 
will lessen the demand for gold and thus 


lessen the purchasing price of the dollar, 


either gold or silver. fApplause. ]}

What Remonetization of S@ver Means. 

“If you say that it is not fair to take awav 
a part of the purchasing power of an ounce 
of gold, I tell you that it was not fair to have 
put into that gold that part which the law 
has placed in it. The remonetization of 
silver will not take out of gold any more than 
the demonetization put into the gold. {Ap- 
plause.| And those who produce the wealth 
of the world, those Who are the foundation 
of the Nation’s greatness in time of peace, 
and the Nation's only defense in time of War, 
have as much, right to restore the parity 


| between money and property as the money 


changers had to raise the dollar for their own 
benefit. [Applause.] They tell us that our 
legisiation 1s intended for the benefit of the 
mine-owner. We deny it. We point to the 
fact that the strength of bimetallism has 
always been found among the agricultur- 
ists and among the laborers who for thirty 
years have labored to restore silver to its 
place in our coinage [Applause.] Remem- 
ber that when they tell you that this legisla- 
tion is-for the benefit of the mine-owner 
that free coinage cannot give back to the 
mine-owner a single cent more than de- 
monetization took away from the mine- 
owner. [{Applause.] And that for every dol- 
lar of benefit that demonetization has taken 
from the mine-owner it has taken many dol- 
lars of benefit from the farmers and labor- 
ers of the United States. [Applause.] 

* And for every dollar that remonetization 
gives to the mine-owner, that same law will

Mine-Owners and Money-Changers.

‘Go out into the mountains, and there you 
will find those men who go down into the 
ground and toil and climb up on the cliffs, 
and every ounce of silver which they 
produce, at the risk of their lives, if poured 
into the channel of trade would increase 
the volume of money and help all of us, and 
if I had to choose between helping them and 
helping those who, instead of producing 
money corner it while the world is in dis- 
tress, I would‘lend my influen@e to those 
who produce silver rather than those who 
corner money. [Applause.] 


Mexico and the United States. 


“They tell us that because Mexico has 
failed to inaintain the parity between gold 
and silver therefore we -must fall. There is 
just one kind of a man who can think so and 
that is the man who knows 8o little of geo- 
graphy or history as to think that Mexico 
is as large as the United States. .When you 
argue that the failure of Mexice proves that 
we must fail you simply argue that the 
United States cannot do anything that Mex- 
ico has not succeeded in doing. [Applause:] 
Not only that, but you argue that the United 
States and Mexico together cannot do a 
thing that Mexico has not done alone. |{Ap- 
plause.] 

‘Now just a word on one or two other 
declarations in that platform. We say in 
the platform that the United States should 
exercise the option vested in the Treasury by 
law and redeem the obligations of the gov- 
ernment in either gold or silver, whichever 
the United States may desire to use—I be- 
leve, my friends, thata silver dollar that the 
government makes a legal tender between 
the employers and employés, between those 
who do business is good enough to pay toa 
bondholder or to a note-holder who has a 
claim against the United States. {[Ap- 
plause.] 


Soldiers and Free Silwer. 


‘““QOur opponents have said that the sol- 
diers who are receiving pensions must be 
protected against the free coinage of silver. 
They would have us believe that these finan- 
ciers who are insisting upon a gold standard 
are insisting upon’it for fear the soldiers 
drawing a pension may suffer by the aban- 
donment of the gold standard. They forget 
that those who were soldiers remember the 
times that we ha@ during the war; they for- 
get that these soldiers were old enough to 
know something of legislation: they forget 
that these soldiers know that the financiers 
who are today pleading the cause of the sol- 
dier when he was offering his life for his 
country and receiving pay in greenbacks 
that these same financiers were making 
their bonds pavable in coin although they 
did not fight themselves.

Government and the Governed.

My friends, a great many of the 
advocates of a gold standard, both those, if 
there be such, who declare their admiration 
for a gold standard openly and those who, 
fearing to do that, seek to secure a gold 
Standard under the euphonious title of 
‘sound money,’ actually believe that the 
money question is too deep a question for 
the average citizen. [A voice: ‘** [t isnot.’’] 
My friends, no question that involves the 
destinies of the American people is too deep 
for the American people themselves. Now, 
this money question is a question which con- 
cerns each one of you. They say they want 
money to be good. Why, of course they do. 


Don’t Want Money Too Good. 

** But we don’t want money to be too good. 
{[Applause.] We want it to be just good 
enough. You can have money so good that 
you can. long for it, but never get hold of it. 
{Laughter and applause.}] They tell the 
farmer that he were Sees dollar. Of 
course he does, But fii not raise the 
dollars. He raises farm products and he 
wants those products to bring a good price. 
{[Applause,] And we know thatas he pushes 
the value of money up he pushes down the 
value of the things which he 
The laboring man wants a good dollar, but 
more than that, he wants an opportunity to 
get more of any kind of a dollar by working 
forit.

“ The welfare of the laboringman depends | 


on two things. He must first have an oppor- 
tunity to work, because until he gets an op- 
portunity to earn dollars he is not interested 
in how much dollars buy. 
the laboringman opportunity? Simply b4 
making it more profitable to those men who 
have money to invest their money in enter- 
prises rather than to lock it up in vaults, a 
bank, and draw the increase that comes 
from the appreciated value. [Applause.] 

* The gold standard, which raises the value 
of a dollar, makes people try to keep dollars, 
whereas if we had a single currency and a 
dollar which did not increase or decrease in 
its general purchasing power men would go 
forth and invest their money in the develop- 
ment and resources of this country. 

“Tam not vain enough to think that the 
interest which you have manifested in this 
city, surpassing all my expectations, is at 
ali a manifestation of personal interest in 
me. I simply stand as a candidate upon a 
platform which represents great polictes, 
end when you stand by me I know you sim- 
ply mean to say that you are interested in 
the cause for which I stand.

PASSES AWAY. 


At One Time He Was Prosperous and 
Was Known as “The Squarest 
Man” Who Ever Conducted a Re- 
sert—Of Late Years He Has Been 
Friendless and Homeless and on 
the Verge of Starvation—Honesty 
Made Him a Favorite Stakeholder. 


New York, Aug. 27.—(Special.J—Harry 
Hill, the veteran sporting man, one of the 
best known New-Yorkers of his time, and 
well known throughout the country, died at 
his home in Corona, Long Island, at 9 o’clock 
this evening. The cause of his death Is at- 
tributed to drinking impure water from the 
water supply at Corona. He was 76 years of 
age and had been ill less than two weeks. 

Harry Hill had the reputation, of which he 
was proud, of being ‘“ the squarest man” 
who ever owned a sportifig resort in New 
York. A decade and a half ago his resort at 
Houston and Crosby streets was known all 
over the country, and no rural individual 
of any sporting proclivities at all considered 
a visit to New York complete unless it in- 
cluded a visit to ‘‘ Harry Hill's.” 

The proprietor was genial and hearty, and 
it was his boast—truthful so far asis known 
—that no person was ever robbed in his 
place. Many New-Yorkers who have mem- 


ories, and not unpleasant ones, of Harry 


Hill’s occupy places high in politics and in 


the business world today. 

it was their custom to “ open wine ’ with 
the thick-set, popular Englishman who con- 
ducted it, and who owed his success to his 


honesty and good fellowship. 

Hill, who was at one time reputed to be 
worth $500,000, died in poverty, and it is a 
fact worthy of note that of all the men who 
have achieved success and were under obli- 
gations to him not one went to his assist- 
ance in the days of his adversity. 

He came to America in 1850 and worked 
as a stableman. In less than three years he 
opened a livery stable in Third avenue, and 
in 1854 bought out a grocery store at Hous- 
ton and Crosby streets, and obtained a gro- 
It was trom 


The * Grocery "" soon became headquarters 
for all the sportsmen of the neighborhood. 
The “Grocery” presently ceased to exist 
as a grocery, and became simply aresort for 
convivially-dtsposed customers. Gradually 
it spread out, and took in the stores on 
either side. As fast as leases expired about 
him Harry Hill extended his holdings. He 
fixed up a stage and gave boxing matches 
to increase attendance. Every Thursday 
night he gave an exhibition and concert for 
thus playing upon both sides of 
human nature. 

iijil’s reputation for honesty was such 
that the drunken men were glad to place 
their money and valuables in his hands for 
safe keeping. No one ever was known to 
have lost a cent thereby. 

The honesty of the man made hima favor- 
ite stakeholder among betting men. He was 
one of those who backed Billy Edwards in 
his fight with Sam Colyer at Cone River, 
Va., and he was stakeholder when, in 1870, 
Jem Mace signed articles for a fight with 
Fully $25,000 in stakes was de- 
posited with him when Sullivan defeated 
Kyan at Mississippi City. 

In the height of his prosperity the police 
drove Ilarry Hill out of his place, and his 
financial downfall began at that time. He 
lost heavily in real-estate speculations and 
on a hotel and ferry. He started a saloon at 
Harlem Bridge, but the police pursued him 
and he had.to close. He was preparing to 
Starve, too proud to beg, two years ago, 
when Richard K. Fox and H. C. Miner 
heard of the old man's plight and arranged 
a benefit for him. Since then he has run a 
smail saloon at Maspeth, L. I., but did not 
make it pay. A friend tonight suggested 
for his epitaph: ‘‘ Here lies a man who never 
refused to indorse a note fora friend.” 


PREACHER NOT A GOOD BARTENDER 


His Saloon Fails to Pay and He Will 
Re-enter the Pulpit. 

New York, Aug. -i.—[Special.]J—The Rev. 
Julius Feicke, the Jersey City clergyman 
who last summer created a sensation by sev- 
ertng his connection with the South Bergen 
Classis and opening a beer saloon at Fifth 
and Garden streets, Hoboken, has now given 
up the saloon and returned to the church. 
tle found beer-selling did not pay, and hay- 
ing made his peace with his ministerial 
superiors, has reéntered the pulpit in charge 
ol a congregation on the outskirts of Phila- 
delphia. | 

Mr. Feicke is an educated and polished 
German. He. says he never could see any 
harm in the saloon business if it was prop- 
erly conducted, except for the prejudice 
Against it. On g@pening his place in Hoboken 
he declared he’ was forced into the business 
to save his family from want, his salary as 
pistor hardly proving sufficient to buy 
shoes. 

Feicke's venture, however, did not prove 
a success. At first a number of people were 
attracted to his saloon by curiosity to see 
how the clergyman could mix a cocktail or 
operate the pump, but after the novelty wore 
off the place seemed to be shunned by the re- 
spectable portion of the neighborhood, the 
people apparently having an instinctive feel- 
ing that the clerical saloon combination was 
not altogether appropriate. 

The pastor's saloon was always a moral

GENERAL NEWS FROM NEW YOR 
Gasoline Explosion in Siegel-Cooper's 
New Building. 

New York, Aug. 27.—[(Special.]—The ex- 
plosion of a can of gasoline in the basement 
of Siegel, Cooper & Co.'s new building at 
Sixth avenue, Highteenth and Nineteenth 
streets, today caused a fire that destroyed 
the paint shop and created a panic among 
the 300 workmen who were busy putting the 
finishing touches on the big structure. 

The noise of the explosion and the volume 
of smoke that poured from the basement a 
moment later caused considerable excite- 
ment among the shoppers on Sixth avenue, 
and the police with difficulty kept the crowd 
back when the engines and firemen arrived. 

The paint shop was in the basement near 
the center of the building. In it, besides 
the gasoline, were two barrels of oil, some 
benzine and turpentine, and a number of 
buckets of mixed paint. The explosion oc- 
curred at 2:30 o’clock, and within a few sec- 
onds the little shop was a mass of flames. 
Firemen responded quickly, however, and 
the blaze was put out before any great dam- 
age had been done. 

A ladder was run up from one of the trucks 
on the Nineteenth street side and was used 
by a score of frightened workmen in reach- 
ing the pavement.

tly by poison, of Sultan Hamid Bin 
‘hwain Bin Said, had been strongly rein- 

and positively refused to surrender. 

Said Khalid had with him at that time 
about 2,500 well armed and well disciplined 
men, including 900 Askaris, who have been 
trained under British officers, plenty of am- 
munition, and a number of field guns and 
other pieces of artillery which were trained 

on the British warships. The latter, with 
the reinforcements which arnived yesterday, 
were: The flagship St. Geokge, the third- 
class cruiser Philemon, the. third-class 
cruiser Raccoon, the first-class gunboats 
Sparrow and Thrush. 

Later‘in the ddy cable instructions were 
received from London and another confer- 
ence was held between the Admiral and the 
Consul-General, and evertually an ultima- 
tum was sent to Said Khaiid ordering him to 
haul down his flag and surrender with his 
forces no later than ¥Y o'clock this morning. 
At the same time the British residents of 
Zanzibar were notified to be on board Ad- 
miral Rawson’s ships by 8 o'clock. 

Refusal to Surrender. 

In the meantime Said Khalic received fur- 
ther reinforcements from the slave dealers, 
who flocked to his support, as the formal 
hoisting of the British flag over Zanzibar 
would mean the liberation of about 250,000 
slaves and a death blow to slavery in this 

of East Africa. 
. By 8 o’clock the British subjects, num- 
bering about 100 persons, anu a number of 
other foreigners had embarked on board the 
warships, the Italians going ‘on board the 
Italian gunboat Volturno, and the Germans 
‘seeking safety at the German Consulate. 

Shortly before 9 o'clock a naval officer 
Was sent to the palace square with another 
message to Said Khalid, who replied that he 
would die sooner than surrender. His an- 
pwer was conveyed to Admiral Rawson and 
the British Consul-General and the crews 
of the ships, which had been prepared for 
action the day before, were sent to quarters. 
At 9 o’clock the flagship signaled the 
Raccoon, Thrush, and Sparow to commence 
fring, and a moment later the cruiser men- 
tioned and the two gunboats referred to 
opened fire with their heaviest guns, ana ten 
minutes later they had sent a storm of shell 
and shot into the palace, tearing big gaps in 

it, Scattering death and confusion among 
its defenders. The fire of the warships was 


’ admirably directed and smoke was soon seen 


to be issuing from several parts of the palace. 
Bombardment Proves Effective. 

The Raccoon, Thrush, and Sparrow kept up 
the bomibardment until 9:50, when the palace 
Was tumbling in ruins and large rents had 
been made in the barricades of Said’s follow- 
ers. “The latter, however, answered the 1.re 
of the warships with great persistency and 
gallantry and did not stop firing until, in 
Tesponse to the flagship’s signal of ‘* Cease 


_, firing,”’ the guns of the warships stopped 


‘showering shot and shell ashore. The 
losses of the enemy are not known, but must 
have been heavy. 

During the bombardment the Sultan’s 
armed steamer Glasgow opevied fire on the 
British warships, but a few well-aimed shells 
from the heavy guns of the Raccoon anda 
shot or two from the four-inch guns of the 
Sparrow crashed through ard through it, 
filenced its fire in short order, and ultimately 
fank it at its moorings. 

Said Khalid and Said Sales, the latter being 
the commander of the usurping Sultan’s 
army, escaped with a number of their lead- 
ing followers through the back part of the 
palace and hurriedly made ther way to the 
German Consulaté, where they asked for 
protection, which was accorded them. 


Marines Are Sent Ashore. 

Admiral Rawson, in order to prevent the 
escape of Said Khalid and his followers to 
the mainland of Africa, where their pres- 
ence would undoubtedly have caused trouble 
with the slave leaders and their adherents, 
sent detachments of marines, blue jackets, 
and local Zanzibaris to occupy all the roads 


“and avenues of escape, thus hemming in the 


énemy pretty effectually, altrough many €s- 
‘caped to the main land and {slandsin dhows. 
. As this dispatch is sent firing is still pro- 


' ceeding in the outskirts of this place, but 


all resistance has ceased. 

When the insurgents had been compevied 
to lay down.-their arms and were securely 
eorralled by the marines and blue jackets 
‘the latter were ordered to try to extinguish 
the Hames in.the palace and.in the old cus- 
tom-house, which had also been shelled and 
set on fire, as the insurgents had fortified 
it and had tobe driven from the building. 
But at noon, in spite. of the efforts of the 
sailors to extinguish the flames, the palace 
Was a mass of blazing ruins, t!.e old custom- 
house was in ashes, and a number of other 
buildings demolished or set on fire by ex- 
ploding shells were in ruins. 

No casualties are reported among the Brit- 
ish ashore, and though all business, natur- 
ally, is. at a standstill, order will be com- 
pletely restored before nightfail. 

Temporary hospitals for the care of the 
native wounded have been established 
ashore and they are receiving as much care 
from the surgeons of the warsnips as if they

Through Minister Willis. 

San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 27.—The steamer 
Alameda, from Honolulu Aug. 20, brings ad- 
vices that Minister Willis has resumed his 
duties. It is rumored that his recent visit 
te. the United States was for the purpose of 
conferring With President Cleveland on an 
annexation policy. As a result of the con- 
ference, it is said that Willis was empowered 
to enter into negotiations for either annex- 
ation or a monarchical form of govern- 
ment,’ with Kaiulani on the throne, or an 
American protectorate. The choice of 
éither form of government was to be left 
to a vote of the people. Minister Willis 
made a formal call on the government soon 
after his return to the city, but nothing 
definite will be known regarding Willis’ in- 
structions until the return of President 
Dole, who is on the Island of Maui at 
present. 


DIRECT REPORT FROM CUBAN WAR. 


Former Member of St. Louis Zouaves 
Tells of Conditions in Cuba. 
St. Louis, Mo., Aug. :27.—T. Rosser Roemer, 


at one time Captain of the old Busch 
Zouaves of this city,. and Frank 
E. Williams, also of St. Louis; who 
entered the Cuban. service last No- 


vember, have returned. They are in this 
country now for the purpose of securing 
arms for the insurgent army. 

Col. Roemer tells a story full of adventure, 
ending with a thrilling escape from the 
Spanish-encircled coast of Cuba, a desperate 
voyage of 200 miles on the open sea in a six- 
teen-foot boat, finally landing at Nassau, 
in the Bahamas. whence they went to New 
New York on the Ward liner Santiago. 

Col. Roemer says; ‘‘ The Cubans are sure 
to win. The Spanish army has retreated 
into Puerto Principe, and their commander 
has notified Gen. Weyler that he will not 
again engage Gomez without a reinforce- 
ment of 5,000 men. Gomez has absolute 
control of all Cuba. outside of the cities, 
and at the beginning of the dry season 
will march toward Havana, at the same 
time that Gen. Maceo crosses the trocha, 
and, joining forces, the two will either 
drive the Spanish.“ito the sea, or so badly 
cripple them that .arther prosecution of the 
war will be impossible.

Farming of Tobacco Monopoly to Sup- 
ply Cuban War Funds. 

Madrid, Aug. 27.—The Epoca says that in 
consequence of the adoption by the Chamber 
yesterday of the bills providing for the farm- 
ing of the tobacco monopoly and the leasing 
of the Almaden siiver mines the government 
has sufficient resources with which to con- 
tinue the prosecution of the campaign against

Threatened Lockout of Shipbuilders. 

Glasgow, Aug. 27.—Owing to the strike of 
Dunsmuir & Jackson's engineers the master 
skhipbuilders threaten the men with a gen- 
eral lockout unless they return within a 
week. They declare they will shut their 
shops before they will allow freedom of 
labor to be interfered with. The Belfast 
master shipbuilders indorse the proposed 
lockout, which affects all the engineers em- 
pioyed on the Clyde, at Belfast, and on the 
northeast coast, including 19,000 of the 
Armstrong company’s men. 


Foreign Guess at World’s Crops. 

Buda-Pest, Aug. 27.—The Minister of Ag- 
riculture, M. Ignatius de Daranyi, estimates 
the world’s crops for 186 as follows: Wheat, 
$25,000,000 hectolitres; rye, 424,000,000 hec- 
tolitres. The revised totals for 18{%, as fur- 
nished by the Agricultural Department of 
Austria-Hungary, show that 875,000,000 hec- 
tolitres of wheat-and 480,000,000 hectolitres 
of rye were produced during that year. 


To Maintain Price of Gold Eagles, 

London, Aug. 27.—The Times in its finan- 
cial column this morning says: **‘ Apparentiy 
the Bank of England is not disposed to fur- 
ther reduce the price of gold eagles, and it 
will therefore prove advantageous to the 
exporters of gold to buy bars.”’

Mr. Steward had been married twice and is 
survived by his last wife and four children.

first wheat ever shipped by water from this 
port. 
In 1882, when Mr. Steward was nominated 
by the independents for Congress, the De- 
mocracy held a convention soon afterward 
and telegraphed him to know whether he 
would accept the place on their ticket. At 
the time of the receipt of the message he was 
beside the bed of his dying mother. A nomi- 
nation by both independents and Democrats 
was almost equivalent to an election that 
year. Mr. Steward would not leave the bed- 
side of his mother long enough to an- 
swer the telegram and let the thing go by 
default. 

His race against Shelby M. Cullom for Gov- 
ernor in 1876 is historic, and although it was 
a Presidential year he gave the Senator a 
hard race. In his death the City of Plano, 
which was virtually the child of his creation, 
loses its foremost citizen.

COUNTERFEITING GANG IS CAUGHT, 


Confession Made at a Revival Meeting 
Leads to a Most Important Capt- 
ure by Federal Officers. 


— 


Waco, Tex., Aug. 27.—[Special.]—The Fed- 
eral authorities have discovered a gigantic 
system of manufacturing counterfeit coin 
in imitation of silver dqllars of United States 
mintage and have captured several equip- 
ments and three prisoners. 

Edward Daniel Ennis was the head of the 
concern in Waco. Last week he attended a 
revival and, under strong religious emotion, 
‘arose in the congregation and stated that 
he was a counterfeiter. Owing to a failure 
to meet payments the home Ennis caused to 
be built in Waco passed out of his hands. 
He gave information that the crucibles, base 
metal, molds, and roliers for milling the 
bogus dollars were to be found in a camp in 
McLennan County, and this turned out to 
be true. 

The Deputy Marshals captured the equip- 
ment and arrested two other men—John 
Mitchell and H. S. Shanner. This afternoon 
Ennis, Mitchell, and Shanner were arraigned 
before United States Commissioner Finks. 
In default of bail they went to jail. 

The bogus dollars are made of one part of 
silver and four parts of alloy. In his con- 
fession Ennis, who is an educated man and 
a theological student, says the counterfeit- 
ing syndicate was called the Royal Manu- 
facturing company and has plants at El 
Paso, Birmingham, Ala., and other points. 
it appears that bogus dollars were sent to 
Mexico and exchanged for genuine Mexican 
silver coin, 


FIND A GREAT CAVE IN WISCONSIN. 


Possible Rival to the Kentucky Won- 
der Is Discovered in the Blue 
Mounds Near Madison.

Madison, Wis., Aug. ©7.—[Special.]—It is 
believed a cave which will rival, if not sur- 
pass, the famous Mammoth Cave of Ken- 
tucky, has been discovered under the west- 
ern end of the Blue Mounds, a miniature 
mountain range about twenty miles west of 
this city.

WHOLESALE LIQUOR MEN TO MEET.

The convention is 
for the purpose of organizing a National 
Wholesale Liquor Dealers’ Association. 

There is at present a National Wholesale 
Liquor Dealers’ and Distillers’ Association, 
but there are several vital points in the busi- 
ness of each on which the two lines of trade 
differ.

The Moores themselves showed a dispos:i- 
tion to stand up for what they call *‘ their 
rights’ and said they would resent all ef- 
forts to oust them from the directories of 
the companies with whose funds they played 
fast and loose. 

The brokers who are “ long” stock to the 
Moores, and who are particularly bitter 
against people said to have been traitors in 
the camp of the Moores, held a meeting at 
which the Moores were present and decided 
that the proper settlement price for current 
trades in Match is 200 and for Biscuit Sv. 
Just how the Moores can settle, when they 
have nothing, is notapparent. But the price 
was fixed so that if the members of the 
‘‘ blind pool” are reached they can be made 
to ‘‘ come down "’ at that figure. 

Moores’ Settlement Notice to Brokers. 

The Moores did another thing which did 
not rouse enthusiasm. They sent a notice 
to brokers having trades with them warning 
them not to make settlements without con- 
ference with them. There were all sorts of 
theories as to this notice and its signifi- 
cance. Some thought it simply a peg on 
which to hang future lawsuits. Others 
thought it meant that the “ blind pool’’ 
people were ready to come down, and others 
thought it meant that in some way trades 
had been traced to principals who proved 
traitors to the Moores. 

In some houses where settlements were 
being made as rapidly as possible the notice 
was taken as a piece of impertinence after 
the two-line reference in the special com- 
mittee’s report as to the financial condition 
of the Moores. 


Criticism of Bankers. 


All day the action of the bankers, who 
have tied up $10,000,000 in trying to hold up 
the hands of the Moores in their stock jug- 
gling and in the subsequent protection of 
local street railway stocks, was unfavor- 
ably commented on. The criticism of the 
Merchants’ Loan and Trust company was 
particularly severe, and conservative bank- 
ers characterized its action as **‘ bad bank- 
ing.’’ The fact that directors of the bank 
were concerned in the speculative deal was 
also the subject of unfavorable comment. 

“It seems to me,” said one banker, “ the 
history of banking in the United States con- 
tains many object lessons showing the lack 
of financial wisdom, to put it mildly, of back- 
ing speculative deals even in prosperous 
times. What valid excuse bankers can give 
to the patrons of their banks for doing such 
a thing when financial affairs are in an un- 
settled state, I cannot imagine. Bankers 
should do rmathing to impair in the slightest 
degree the confidence of the commercial 
world in their business sense and acumen, 
and | am afraid those who are tied up in the 
Diamond Match fiasco will lase not only on 
the stock they loaned on, but in other ways.” 


At the Brokers’ Meeting. 


The meeting held in Broker Jamieson’s 
Office was evidently a sequel to the notice 
Sent out by the Moores. One of the brokers 
present represented the gathering as being 
*‘ brokers’ long stock to the Moores, who 
did not do them dirt.” There were present 
Messrs. Jamieson, Slaughter, Lobdell, Far- 
well, Fred Frank, Breese, Cummings, Wil- 
son, Hackney, George Baldwin, Tracy, 
Lamb, and Raymond. Judge Jamieson was 
also present, as were W.H. and J. H. Moore. 

At the meeting prices were agreed upon 
by the brokers and Moore brothers, as quoted 
above, which W. H. Moore said were satis- 
factory to them. The brokers had noth- 
ing tangible to offer as to how settlements 
could be made by the Moores, but the idea 
was that the agreement on a price would 
shut off future litigation. They were con- 
fident that the “blind pool” could be 
reached 

The brokers who have been caught in the 
deal and are following the somewhat chilly 
advice of the special committee to get out as 
best they can made extcellent progress in 


“untimely end’ their 


settlements and in all probabli:ty, before the 
much talked of trust agreement is signed, 


| will have their affairs adjusted on about the 


lines contemplated by it. 

The people who have 
two industrial companies, 
brokers nor members of the “ blind pool,” 
suggested the propriety of W. H. Moore and 
James Hopkins of St. Louis resigning from 
the directory of the Diamond Match com- 
pany to leave vacancies for men in whom 
stockholders will have confidence. 

The members of the “‘blind pool’ did some 
squirming, and if indications are to be he- 
lieved showed more disposition to walk up to 
the ** Captain’s desk "’ and settle than here- 
tofore. 

Besides the good hard work done by va- 
rious parties in interest there was a great 
deal of talking done. 


Moores Express Their Feelings. 


Moore brothers abused people who they 
claim were traitors in their camp, and who 
they say were responsible for bringing to an 
Napoleonic financial 
schemes. They denied any intention of go- 
ing out of the directories of the companies, 
and had no patience with people so old-fash- 
ioned as to discountenance their methods. 
They insist that the.authority of a little 
Executive committee, of which they were 
the controlling spirit, was sufficient warrant 
for involving companies supposed to be in 
the business of making matches and crack- 
ers in stock market speculations involving 
millions. 

Such brokers as have hustled around and 
made settlements on the best terms obtain- 
able are taking a cheerful view of the situa- 
Saag are telling how much brighter things 
OOK. * 

The people in the middle ground who are 
looking to the outcome of the companies 


| themselves are by no means complimentary 


to the Moores. What they want and want 
quick are vacancies on the Boards of Di- 


, rectors. 


The members of the “ blind pool” are not 
saying a thing, while the public and the peo- 
ple with old-fashioned ideas of financiering 
are expressing themselves freely and with- 
out any hesitation about the Moores, their 
methods, and their position at the present 
time. 

On the Board of Trade. 


The disclosures regarding Diamond Match 
and New York Biscuit were a bearish factor 
in the Board of Trade market yesterday 
morning. The bears made the most of the 
situation, and the most ridiculous statements 
regarding curb prices were telegraphed to 
New York. 

Board of Trade men are “ sore” over tha 
whole situation. Such of them as are in the 
cash grain and provision business, and have 
found it hard to secure funds on account of 
the diversion of local capital into specula- 
tion, are bitter regarding the Moores. 

The Board of Trade speculators were, as a 
rule, inclined to sell the stocks short during 
the greater part of the advance. They 
speak contemptuously of the Stock FEx- 
change and its operations, and are inclined 
to discount the reports of foreign develop- 
ments. They are unanimous in the opinion 
that the Diamond Match company should 
get to manufacturing matches and be at 
once put in charge of officers who wil! keep 
it out of the stock market. 


COLORED GIRL KILLS STEPFATHER. 


Serious Tragedy Results from a Con- 
viction and Imprisonment. 
Springfieid, Ill, Aug. 27.—[({Special.]—Miss 
Emma Gentry, a young colored woman, to- 
night shot and killed her stepfather, Alfred 
Caldwell. Six years ago Caldwell was ar- 
rested on a serious charge made by Miss 
Gentry. She was then 16 years. old. Cald- 
well was convicted and served two years ait 
the Joliet penitentiary. When he was re- 
leased from prison Caldwell threatened when 
the opportunity came he would kill his step- 
daughter.

GOLD STANDARD MUST BE MAINTAINED. 

Maj. MeKinley declares that when the si!- 
ver dollars now in circulation were emitted 
by the government on its own account and 
responsibility .““ gold was then, as now, the 
recognized standard with us and the most 
enlightened nations of the world.” The 
gold dollar was the standard of value. 

As each of those silver dollars, when 
made by the government by and for itse!f, 
and paid out by it to a man to whom it owed 
a 100-cent gold dollar, had cost the govern- 
ment much less. than that, Maj. McKinley 
holds that the maker and issuer of that sil- 
ver dollar is bound to keep it worth what it 
declared that dollar was when paid out. 

The government must.keep up to the gold 
dollar standard all the credit: money it has 
issued, whether it be paper, silver dollars, 
subsidiary. silver, nickels, or cents. It is 
under a moral obligation to do that. It has 
made all that money. It has made all the 
profit due to the difference between the face 
value and the iutrinsie value. 

For the gold coin the government issues 
it is in no way responsible. It has made 
nothing out of that coin. It has simply put 
the gold of the owner of the bullion into a 
more convenient form. The coin is the 
property of the owner to do with as he 
pleases. 

But the holder of the present silver dollar 
has a claim on the government which, the 
owner of’a gold dollar has not. The gov- 
ernment having bought the bullion the sil- 
ver dollar was made from at its market 
value and put it in circulation at its coin- 
age value, which is twice as great now, the 
holder has a right to demand that that dol- 
lar be kept at i& coinage value, 

Maj. McKinley explains clearly why that 
cannot be done under a free coinage law. 
Then the government would have no great- 
er responsibility for the silver dollars than 
it has now for the gold dollars. 
language: 

The government would have no part in the 
transaction, except to coin the silver bullion into 
dollars. It would share in po part of the profit. 
It’ would take upon itself no obligation. It would 
not put the dollars into circulation. It could only 
get them as any citizen would get them—by giving 
something for them. It would deliver them to 
those who deposited the silver, and its connection 
with the transaction there end. 

So after the enactment of a free coinage 
law there would be two kinds of silver dol- 
lars, each containing 37114 grains of pure 
silver, but differing in the vital fact that, 
while one kind was made for the govern- 
ment and paid out by it as the equivalent of 
a gold dollar in exchange for 100 cents’ 
worth of services or supplies, the other kind 
would be made for the bullion owner and 
handed to him to do what he could with 
them. 

The value of those dollarsf except for the 
payment of existing, indebtedness, would be 
determined by the commercial ratio, and not 
by the coinage ratio. As the former is 3 
to 1, while the latter is 16 to 1, those dollars 
would have only about half the purchasing 
power of the present silver dollars. 


possible for the government to keep the last- 
mentioned dollars at par, even if it desired 
to do so. There would be too many silver 
dollars-for that to be possible, and “ we 
would be driven to a silver basié—to silvey 
monometallism.” 

Even the policy of silver coinage on goy- 
ernment account has been carried as far as 
is safe. As Maj. McKinley puts it: * We 
have today more silverthan gold. This has 
been accomplished at times with grave 
peril to the pubuc credit. . . . Wecan- 
not with safety engage in further exper- 
ments in this direction. . . . There are 
those who think the United States has al- 
ready gone beyond the line of financia! 
prudence.” 

Therefore the greater the necess‘ty for 
combating the free coinage scheme, which 
would at once and inévitably bring the 
country to a silver basis. That, Maj. Mc. 
Kinley declares, cannot be tolerated. The 
honor of the government and the welffire of 
the people forbid it. 

This is his platform: 

Until international agreement is had ft is the 
plain duty of the United States to maintain the 
gold standard. It is the recognized and sole stan- 
dard of the great commercial nations of the 
world, with which we .rade more largely than

GUN PRACTICE FOR ENGLAND IN ZAN- 
ZIBAR. 

The British Government has lost no time 
in settling that little unpleasantness in 
Zanzibar to its entire satisfaction. The 
death of the Sultan, Hamed Bin Said, and 
the effort of Said Khalid to usurp the throne 
gave an English fleet of three cruisers and 
two gunboats an opportunity to indulge in 
long-sought target practice, which was per- 
formed off the East African coast yesterday 
morning, apparently with precision and dis- 
patch. 

Said Khalid had seized the palace, had 
proclaimed himself the lawful monarch, 
had gathered about him a few thousand 
well-armed adherents, and generally was 
carrying things with a high hand, when he 
received an ultimatum early in the morning 
to bring himself and his: belongings to the 
British flagship. At 9 o'clock be had main- 
tained a persistent refusal to comply, aud 
an- hour later his palace and the other 
structures which his forces occupied were 
in ruins, his one warship was sunk, many of 
his men were either killed or wounded, and 
he himself, by a back-door retreat, barely 
reached the German Consulate, where he 
Was granted temporary personal protec- 
tion. 

The British line of action had been for- 
mulated in some haste by an interchange of 
cable dispatches, but it appears to have been 
as speedily effective, general peace having 
been restored immediately after the rout 
of the usurping chieftain. England: holds 
a protectorate cver a large portion of the 
Zanzibar domain, the administration being 
under the direct control of the British Con- 
sul-General. The Germans, through their 
East African Association, have control of 
the administration of another contiguous 
section of the domain, having paid the Sui- 
tan about $1,000,000 for the privilege. 

The British interests, however, are dom- 
inant, and that government ¢laims the 
right to name who shall be the ruler of the 
territory; ‘the commercial supremacy is 
worth conserving. The exports a year ago 
amounted in value to over $5,000,000, the 
chief articles being ivory and cloves. The 
imports were greater by a few hundred 
thousand dollars, England having by far 
the larger share. The American trade is 
heavy, approximating about $1,000,000 an- 
nually. But Germany has always been the 
chief and really the only rival of Great 
Britain in developing and enjoying the re- 
sources of the country, and it is doubtful if 
it would look with complacency on the 
progect already urged by the London press 
to annex the island. The only alleged rea 
son for annexation would be to suppress 
the trade in slaves, which is still carried on 
by stealth to some extent. Whether Ger- 
many would approve of such a step is not so 
certain. 
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TWO VIEWS OF SILVER IN COLORADO. 

©. C. Parks, Auditor of Coiorado and 
Superintendent of Insurance, has been made 
to reveal his own insincerity in advocating 
free silver and the absurdity of his criti- 
cisms of the action of insurance companies. 
Since the Chicago conventio¥f Mr. Parks 
has been objecting in all sorts of formal 
documents to the utterances of the life in- 
surance companies in favor of sound money. 
He has declared that they had no right ta 
tuke any active part in a political campaign 
and should not attempt to influence the 
votes of their thousands of policy-holders. 
The managers of the gompanies have ré- 
torted that their duty to their clients de- 
manded the fuliest exposition of the effect 
of free silver on the insurance policies. They 
Claimed the right to inform policy-holders 
that, although their premiums were being 
paid in dollars worth 100 cents each, if the 
silver cause should win the holders would 
receive for their policies when they becaine 
due dollars worth only about 53 cents. 

This information the insurance companies 
have spread among their clients through 
their agents, and this is the specific course 
of action that aroused the wrath of Mr. 
Parks. Mr. Parks, as Auditor of. the 
great silver State of Colorado, could not 
endure the dissemination of the truth 
among his people. He coujd not contem 
plate with serenity the probable loss of the 
votes of all these Colorado insurance policy- 
holders. That he has been actuated entire- 
ly by political considerations has been 
brought out clearly by the Spectator, a New 
York insurance paper. This paper doubted 
Mr. Parks’ sincerity and to clear up the 
point sent him the following dispatch: 

New York City, Aug. 18, 1896.—The Hon. H. C. 
Parks, Auditor of State, Denver, Colo.: Is it true 
that the Colorado laws prohibit in specific lan- 
guage the insurance companies of your own State 
from fnvesting in or loaning upon the stocks of 
silver or other mining companies? Please refer 
us to law by wire, at our expense. 

THE SPECTATOR COMPANY 

Mr. Parks replied as follows: 

Denver, Colo., Aug. 18, 1896.~The Spectator 
Company, New York: Insurance companies of this 
State cannot invest funds in stocks or bonds of 
mining corporations.. See Mills annotated stat- 
utes, Sec. 22, 21. 

Cc. C. PARKS, Superintendent of Insurance. 

While Auditor Parks is hysterically ask- 
ing his fellow-citizens to vote to accept 53- 
cent silver dollars in full payment of their 
insurance policies, the laws of his State 
which he administers forbid the insurance 
companies ffom investing any of their 
funds in these silver-mining properties, even 
at the ratio of 16 to 1. This Colorado Aud- 
itor would prevent the managers of igsur- 
ance companies from advocating a sound 
money standard of values for the invest- 
ments of their companies, when even his 
own silver State has conspicuously stamped 
upon its statute books its disapproval of sil- 
ver when it comes to the investment of in- 
surance company funds. How far removed 
from Mr. Parks, the specious politician, is 
Auditor Parks explaining the insurance 
laws of the silver State of Colorado. 


FOMENTING SOCIAL DISCORD. 

The keynote of the Bryan campaign 
was sounded by Senator Tillman at the 
Chicago convention when he declared that 
“the Democratic party of the West is 
here almost in solid phalanx appealing to 
the South—the South has responded—to 
come to their help.” 

“Some of my friends,” continued Till- 
man, “ have said that this is not a sectional 
issue. I say it is a sectional issue.” And 
Bryan had the same idea in his head when 
he spoke of his visit to New York as “ in- 
vading the enemy’s country.”

It has advanced the capital 
which has done so much for the develop- 
ment of both sections. It has furnished the 
money which has built the railroads, and 
has constructed the factories which have 
given employment to labor. | 


The East has placed in the hands o 


what it is, 

That part of the country which has done 
so much for the South and West cannot 
rightly be regarded as their enemy. It has 
done nothing which should induce them to 
injure it, especially when any injury which 
may be inflicted on it would react and dam- 
age themselves. ' 

If the South and the West change the 
money standard as Bryan proposes they 
will injure the East, but they will harm 
themselves even more, They will destroy 
their credit, as well as paralyze their in- 
dustries. ‘They will fall to the very bottom 
of the pit dug for their alleged enemy. 

This sectional issue is not the only vicious 
issue which the Bryanites are raising. Not 
content with endeavoring to array the 
Sonth and West against the East, they are 
endeavoring to array individual against in- 
dividual. Senator Faulkner asserts that 
this is “a contest of the classes against the 
masses "—hie belonging, of course, to the

So Bryan addresses himself continually 
to “the plain people,” “ the common peo- 


community, with special interests of their 
own which others have designs on. He 
aims to imitate the Socialist, who appeals 
to the * proletariat ” to defend itself against 
the “ aristocracy ” and the “ bourgeoisie,” 

Lle and other Popocrats are endeavoring 
to sow thé seeds of social discord in a coun- 
try where there are no “ classes,” and 
where all, with a few exceptions, whether 
professional men, merchants, storekeepers, 
and workingmen, belong to the “ toiling 
masses.”’ 


Bryan and his Popocrats are seeking to 
incite section against section and man 
against man. Their conduct is unpatriotic. 
It is seditious and approaches treason. 


JEFFERSON, JACKSON, AND BRYAN. 

A strolling free silver speaker declares 
that the 16 to 1 men “ are asking nothing 
new and untried, but a return to the b- 
metallism that was recommended by Jef- 
ferson andupheld by Jackson.”

_@ Bryan is for free coinage at the ratio of 
16 to 1 when the commercial ratio—which 
Jefferson sought to find out and adopt—is 
ol tol. There is nothing Jeffersonian about 
that. Jefferson insisted on dollars of equal 
intrinsie value. Bryan demands dollars of 
unequal intrinsie value, 

Jackson was in favor of the free coinage 
of silver and gold at the ratio of 16 to 1 be 
cause he believed sixteen ounces of silver 
would bny as much as one ounce of geld. 
That is to say. he wanted to take the com- 
mercial ratio and make it the mint ratio. 

Bryan knows that it takes thirty-one 
ounces of silver to buy one ounce of gol’, 
and vet he calls for a coinage ratio of 16to 1 
and demands innumerable silver dollars 
worth intrinsically only half as much asthe 
gold dollars. He alleges that the more of 
those silver dollars there are the more will 
they be worth intrinsically. Jackson would 
have kicked out of office any appointee of 
his who talked as Bryan does.

Jefferson and Jackson was based on the

LIGHT ON THE MOORE BROTHERS’ 
DEALS. 

Four members of the Stock Exchange. 
nided by attorneys and expert accountants, 
have reduced to some form of order, after 
a month of hard work, the financial affairs 
of the speculators in the stock of the Dia- 
mond Match and New York Bisewit com- 
panies. Their operations are found to be 
even more disastrous than at first supposed, 
The stock manipulations of the Moore 
brothers and their associates have resulte 
in the withdrawal from legitimate trade 
circles in Chicago of probably $10,000,000, 
Business-men by the score who never had 
any dealing in the affairs of either com- 
pany have been thus indirectly seriously 
crippled by the inability to obtain the usual 
bank accommodations. Hundreds of others 
who have been brought innocently into the 
deal in the normal! run of business find ruin 
staring them in the face. 

It appears from the report of this investi- 
gating committee that the Moore brothers, 
who ran the ceal, used $800,000 of the 
funds of the match company and $460,050 
of the funds of the biscuit company to pay 
margins on stock; that only a small portion 
of the stock was bought outright; and that 
the money therefore represents a total loss. 

The same men, with others whose names 
have not been made public, frittered away 
another $1,000,000 in the * blind pool ” that 
made the attempt to sustain the “ bull” 
campaign. These unnamed associates are 
given an opportunity to share the responsi- 
bilities of the deal and assume an equitable 
share of the liabilities. If they refuse it ia 
intimated their names will be made public 
and suits be commenced to establish their 
liability as “‘ undisclosed partners and prin- 
cipals”’ with the Moores. The Moores 
themselves are found to’ have no tangible 
assets. 

This affair is a typical instance of the im- 
mense damage that can be wrought by the 
abuse of one-man power. It is amazing to 
think that these two men could have so 
utterly controlled the finances of these 
large corporations as to precipitate unaided 
or unchecked the widespread ruin.

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Free Silver Dollars. 

Mattoon, Ill, Aug. 24.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.]|—The free silverites here claim 
that, since the government does not redeem 
silver with gold, it is the credit of the gov- 
ernment which keeps a silver dollar worth 
100 cents and that the credit of the govern- 
ment would keep a free silver dollar worth 
100 cents. If you say that the credit of the 
government would not sustain free silver 
where would it fail if silver is not redeem- 
able? READER. 

The government has pledged itself to keep 
at par with gold all its silver dollars. It 
gave that pledge in 1890 and renewed it in 
1898. The measures taken to keep that 
pledge have been effective thus far, the 
limitation of the number of the dollars being 
the most important. But if dollars were 
coined out of everybody's silver for every- 
body the government would have nothin 
whatever to do with them. It would not be 
obliged to look after them. It might say 
they were worth 100 cents apiece, but it 
would do nothing to make them so. It could 
not if it wanted to, for there would be too 
many of them to look after. 


The Mine-Owner’s Profit. 
Osceola, Ia., Aug. 24.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une.|—How will the mine or silver bullion 
owner double his income under free and un- 
limited coinage of silver, unless the value of 


bullion is doubled? . 
If the bullion value 6f silver is doubled 


under free and unlimited coinage of silver, 
thereby doubling the income of the silver 
mine-owner of silver bullion, as claimed by 
gold standard people, how will savings bank 
depositors be forced to receive 53-cent dol- 
lars in return for 100-cent dullars deposited?

The free coinage of silver will not double 
the income of any silver mine-owner, or 
owner of silver bullion, because the value of 
silver will be enhanced very little, if any, 
thereby. But if the owner of a silver mine 
owes $100,000 and has on hand $50,000 worth 
of bullion he can have it coined into 100,000 
silver dollars under a free coinage law, and 
pay off his debt with them. He has made— 
or stolen—$50,u000. If silver were to"*become 
worth 129 cents an ounce and its free coin- 
age were permitted savings bank depositors 
would not be injured. But as it will not 
reach that price free coinage would bea rob- 
bery of those depesitors. 


The Bond Sales. : 

Council Bluffs, Ia., Aug. 23.—{Editor of 
The Tribune.J—It has been repeatedly 
claimed by Republicans and by myself that 
the bonds were issued to maintain the de- 
ficiency in the gold reserve, whi¢h deficiency 
was caused by the lack of revenue derived 
from import duties under the Wilson bill.

The. present tariff does not produce reve- 
nue enough, and the deficiencies it has 
caused have complicated the situation great- 
ly, and the administration is blameworthy 
for not having used its influence last spring 
to secure the passage of the House bill rais- 
ing the duties. But while the present law 
has bred deficiencies had there been no free 
silver agitation these deficiencies would not 
have been as great and it would not have 
been, necessuiy to sell bonds to get the 
money with which to meet current expenses, 
A law authorizing the Secretary of the 
Treasury to issue certificates of indebted- 
ness would have answered all purposes until 
tl.e duties were raised. But to get gold with 
which to replenish a reserve drained by the 
fear of a slump toa silver basis it was neces- 
fary to sell bonds.

New York, Aug. 24.—[Editor of the Trib- 
une.}|—The text of sfx words which heads this 
article embodies the principle underlying 
the entire monetary system of the world 
Let me prove the case by a simple illustra- 
tion “which will appeal to everybody, but 
more particularly to the people of this eoun- 
try, whose forest interests are so extensive:

Starting out with your hundred 
Mexican dollars, having still a few Amer- 
ican dollars and half dollars left—these 
being, of course, also ultimately redeemable 
in gold—you enter a store and purchase an 
article costing $1. You throw down a 50- 
cent American coin and the article is yours: 
if you pay in Mexican money it will require 
a full dollar of their coin.

AGAINST COACHING AND TEMPLE CUP 


J. Earl Wagner Says the League Will 
Abolish Both. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 27.—[(Special.}— 
“There will be two important changes in 
our rules made at the next league meeting, 
said J. Earl Wagner of the Washington 
club. ‘“‘ The first and most important is the 
law covering coaching. Nine of the twelve 
clubs in the major league favor the aboli- 
tion of coaching entirely, and when the vote 
is taken on this issue I think it will be found 
that Mr. Robison’s plan to do away with 
coaching will meet with the approval of 
every club in the league. The passage of an 
anti-coaching law may not be welcomed by 
the players, but the disgraceful scenes enact- 
ed on the diamond this season have com- 
pelled us to apply a remedy to theevil. The 
only remedy is one that compels players to 
remain silent on the bench. This change 
will surely increase the science of the game 
as regards base-funning. 

** Nine clubs the league favor the abo- 
lition of the Temple cup games. While 
these contests draw large crowds and make 
plenty of money for those players who are 
in the teams that finish first and second in 
the race, it has been observed by the club 
owners that the rush for the Temple money 
creates a feeling of disappointment among 
the nines that finish third and fourth, and, 
in fact, throughout the first division. If 
Buck Ewing’s team, for example, falls down 
on this trip and cannot land higher than 
third, the players on Buck’s line who count- 
ed on a snug piece of money will be sore. 
Nine of our clubs have decided that the 
Temple cup games do not set a good example 
for our players, and we have determined to 
abolish these contests. Mr. Robison of 
Cleveland, whose team has twice won the 
Temple cup, is among the nine who favor 
the abolition of this Temple competition. 

“There is no truth in the report that the 
Cleveland franchise will be shifted to Buf- 
falo next season. In order to bring about 
such a shift Mr. Robison would have to 
get the consent of the other eleven clubs 
in the league, and I don’t think five out of 
that number would favor the move. Buf- 
falo is a paying town in the Eastern league, 
and it would cost many a dollar to remove 
that opposition.

Add enough vinegar to 
make a nice paste and fill the halved whites 
evenly with it. Garnish with parsley. 

Potatoe puff—Stir into two cupfuls of 
mashed potatoes two tablespoonfuls of melt- 
ed butter and beat toacream. Add two eggs, 
one cupful of milk, and a little salt; beat 
again and bake in quick oven. 

Fish turbot—Boll a large whitefish and 
pick it up fine. To make the sauce take one 
quart of milk, thyme, parsley, and onions; 
simmer together and thicken with two 
ounces each of flour and butter; add the 
velks of two eggs, pepper, and salt. Put al- 
ternate layers of sauce and fish in a dish, 
with cracker crumbs on top, and brown.
